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Life in Abyssinia : being Notes collected during 
Three Years’ Residence and Travels in that 

Country. By Mansfield Parkyns. 2 vols. 

With Maps and Illustrations, Murray. 
Tas book fulfils the promise of its title, and 
more than the promise of its Preface. Mr. Par- 
kyns informs us that it is “the offspring of a 
few days’ labour, scattered, with intervals of 
months,” over a period of three years—a state- 
ment which may be taken as an over-strained 
apology for the defects to be expected from a 
writer not “learned in book-making.” The 
evidences of haste and want of practice in the 
art of composition, consist rather in the intro- 
duction of irrelevant remarks and allusions 
than in unsuccessful description or uninter- 
esting narrative. The early portion of the 
first volume scarcely prepares the reader for 
what is to follow. It contains a very slight 
and unnecessary account of scenes that have 
already been better described. We are almost 
tired of the passage across the Nile and of the 
sayings and doings of Egyptian donkey-boys. 
However, Mr, Parkyns on reaching Massawa 
quits yer pr ies ground and commonplace 
topics, and strikes at once into his subject. He 
is a genuine traveller in spirit and in manners. 
Green veils and spectacles are an abomination to 
him; and he expresses a hearty dislike of the 
over-bearing tone which ordinary tourists think 
it nece to assume in their intercourse with 
natives of uncivilized countries, In this we 





discover the chief reason of the success of his 
hazardous undertaking. He began his journey, 
moreover, in a eheerful, deliberate way, as if 
quite certain that he should bring it to a good 


end, and yet tolerably indifferent whether he 
did or not. He seems to have been actuated 
rather by a love of adventure than a desire to 
enlarge the domains of positive science; and 
we find in these volumes all the results which 
in obedience to his own taste he sought to 
attain. There is a wonderful attraction to 
many minds in that guasi-Christian and divided 
kingdom of Abyssinia, which has held out so 
long on its fortress of hills towering over a 
sea of Pagan and Mohammedan populations. 
Nearly all the travellers who have visited it 
have been wild and eccentric in character— 
just the men to meet odd adventures and see 
curious things. We are persuaded that Mr. 
Parkyns, from an ungrounded fear of being 
thought egotistical, has suppressed many inci- 
dents in which he was personally engaged, the 
relation of which might have well replaced the 
story of Pharaoh’s chariots and wheels, and 
pleasantries about Mr. and Mrs. J. Sprat. 

Mr. Parkyns left Suez for Jedda in an Arab 
boat ; and at once throwing aside all European 
articles of costume, determined to appear as well 
as act after the manner of the natives of the 
countries he intended to traverse. This is cer- 
tainly the right mode of proceeding when pos- 
sible; but a less robust man might have found 
greater inconvenience from so abrupt a change 
of dress, diet, and fashion of living.— 


“From the day I left Suez (March 25, 1843), till 
about the same time in the year 1849, I never wore 
{says Mr. Parkyns] any article of European dress, 
nor indeed ever slept on a bed of any sort,—not 
even a mattress ; the utmost extent of luxury which 
I enjoyed, even when all but dying of a pestilential 
fever that kept me five months on my beam-ends at 

um, was a coverlid under a rug. The red cap 
Iwore on leaving Massiwa was soon borrowed of me, 
and the sandals after a month were given up: and 
%, for more than three years I wore no covering to 
my head, except a little butter, when I could get it ; 





nor to my feet, except the horny sole which a few 
months’rough usage placed under them.” 

From a traveller who goes to work in this 
way we naturally expect details very different 
from those of an ordinary tourist; and in a 
certain measure, as we have hinted, the reader 
will not be disappointed. The whole book, from 
the departure for the mineral springs of Ailat 
to the arrival at Khartoum, is full, not of pic- 
tures, but of the materials of pictures, sufficiently 
well put together not to be tedious, but generally 
affording little opportunity for extract. We 
must, therefore, rather indicate the contents of 
these volumes than give specimens of them. 
The route which Mr. Parkyns followed was in 
great part new. Starting from the pestiferous 
‘yare: of Massawa, he went, fowling-piece in 

and, first to the mineral waters of Ailat, with 
as much coolness as we might go to Cheltenham 
or Tunbridge. He seems to be perfectly indif- 
ferent as to time, and is never anxious to arrive 
anywhere. This indifferent state of mind is re- 
flected in his narrative, in which he rarely takes 
the trouble to say where he is going or what is 
his motive for moving rather than staying still. 
He tells us, however, that it was the news of the 
illness of Mr. Plowden, now British Consul at 
Massawa, that induced him to leave off “ taking 
the'waters’’ and proceed to Kiaquor across the 
country of the Shohos. He started as usual on 
foot, and travelled southwards, partly along the 
base of the first great range of Abyssinian 
mountains, In this, and in nearly ovary other 
case, Mr. Parkyns gives us no general descrip- 
tion of the scenery that presented itself; but 
takes us successively over rocks and hills, into 
valleys and glens, by the side of streams, sug- 
gesting very picturesque images and telling us 
now and then of his little tribulations and 
fatigues. On ariving at Kiaquor, Mr. Plowden 
was found to be still very ill, and it was deter- 
mined to remove him to Adoua, the capital of 
Tigré ; and 8o our traveller, without any warn- 
ing, takes us suddenly into the heart of the 
Abyssinian provinces. Ata place called Add 
Hai Hai a characteristic incident is mentioned. 
A quarrel arose out of a pinch of snuff im- 
periously demanded and refused.— 

“Words came to blows, when the fellow, seeing 
himself alone among our people, and fearing he 
might get the worst of it, made his escape, but quickly 
returned, bringing with him a crowd of his friends 
armed with clubs. One of the servants, on seeing 
them approach, had closed the outer yard gates, 
which they commenced attacking with sticks and 
stones. It was the noise caused by this assault that 
first gaye us intimation of the row. Going out, we 
found ourselves in the middle of a storm of missiles, 
and the two parties defying and insulting each other, 
but evidently neither of them anxious to come to 
closer quarters. Our servants were not one-tenth as 
numerous as the others; but some of them, being 
armed with guns, kept the stronger party in awe. 
With much difficulty we succeeded in quieting the 
fray, by leading our men into the house and disarming 
them, while the more pacific portion of the mob 
quieted the remainder. The man who began the 
fray amused me much. He was a big, powerful 
fellow, above six feet high, but evidently a great 
coward, though a blustering bully. During the row 
he pretended to be most anxious for an attack, even 
after we had in a measure pacified the others; but a 
youth of about half his size and weight held him, 
while he made show as if frantically struggling to get 
away and rush at his enemy. I since have frequently 
seen this done in Abyssinia, Even a woman will 
often hold a very strong man; though no doubt, 
in all these cases, the captive would have been much 
annoyed had he been taken at his word and let loose. 
After it was all over, many of those who had five 
minutes before been drawn up agairist us in battle 
array came and chatted with us in the most friendly 
and sociable manner.” 


On reaching Adoua, Mr, Parkyus was sur- 





prised to find it merely a large straggling 
village of huts, some with flat roofs, others 
thatched with straw, and all built of rough stones 
cemented by mud. Readers of travels know 
map J that this description applies more or 
ess to every one of the famous cities of the 
interior of Africa, which excite the curiosity 
and kindle the imagination of youth. Except 
in the Mohammedan provinces, or rather those 
which are inhabited by people of the Arab race, 
there is scarcely a single collection of buildings 
worthy the name of a city in the whole conti- 
nent. Most of the so-called capitals, indeed, 
are, more properly speaking, encampments, in- 
habited by the families, slaves, and dependents 
of agricultural chiefs and kings. When one of 
these encampments, for convenience sake or in 
consequence of some whim, becomes the per- 
manent residence of a sovereign, travellers soon 
learn to call it a capital, and it takes its place 
as such on our maps. Subsequent visitors, 
however, find a village or a heap of ruins where 
they expected to behold, as Mr. Parkyns ex- 
presses it, ‘“‘obelisks, columns, and an acro- 
polis.” 

Oubi, the celebrated Prince of Tigré, had 
established his camp at Howzayn at the time of 
our traveller’s arrival, which gave opportunit 
for a journey in a south-east direction, dionah 
mountains, the summits of which bristled with 
fortresses occupied by rebel chieftains. The 
following anecdote, which we select from 
among more sanguinary ones, will afford some 
idea of the character of Prince Oubi.— 

‘* Oubi was, or pretended to be, lying dangerously 
ill at Howzayn ; on which account admittance to his 
presence was granted to no one but his chosen at- 
tendants. This continuing a long time, a report 
arose in the camp, and was quickly circulated 
throughout the country, that he was dead, and that 
his death was kept a secret till some one should be 
chosen to succeed him, lest the people of Tigre 
should rise in the moment of confusion and throw 
off the yoke of the Simyen family, while they were 
disputing among themselves who was to succeed the 
deceased. The report no doubt had its origin from 
Oubi himself ;—a trick to try the people, and then 
plunder them. Certainly they were not to blame in 
the matter, for the story took rise first among his 
soldiers. However, at the very moment when all 
were congratulating themselves on his death, and no 
doubt many plans were forming for a revolt, one day 
Oubi appeared in his tent, looking in rather better 
health than usual; and a proclamation was beaten in 
all the principal markets, something to this effect :— 
Oubi says, ‘I am well: thank God. But since 
my good people have thought fit to make me dead 
and buried, it is but just that they should ao 
me a teskar’ [a sort of funereal feast, where charities | 
are bestowed on the poor and the priests]. Then 
followed the terms of the contribution to be levied. 
This tax fell on all Tigré, but the part we were now 
in was perhaps one of the least able to support it.” 


Having paid his court to the tyrant of Tigré, 
Mr. Parkyns set out for Axum; and presently 
afterwards comes the most interesting part of 
these volumes,—namely, the nine months’ stay 
in the Happy Valley at Rohabaita. It is per- 
haps to be regretted that he did not yield to the 
temptation, which he informs us he felt, to make 
a detailed account of this residence a more 
marked feature in his book.— 

* Rohabaita is a sptall district or province belong- 
ing to the Church, but in some measure dependent 
on the chief of Addy-Abo, It consists principally of 
a cluster of hills, bounded on the eastern side by the 
valley of the Mareb, on the, west by Addy-Abo, 
south by Médevai, and north by the country of the 
hostile Shangalla. The villages are built principally 
near the summits of the hills, from fear of the sudden 
attacks of their enemies, and of the fatal malaria 
which at certain séasdns of the year prevails in the 
low valleys. The outline of the country is highly 
picturesque ; though the soil is far from fertile. The 
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slopes of the mountains are unusually steep, and 
covered with mixed rock and bush, out of whieh 
occasionally a huge dima-tree may be seen rearing 
its head. The valleys between them are narrow, and 
for the most part terminated at the bottom by water- 
courses of only a few feet broad, down which in the 
rainy season pours a torrent, that dries up as soon as 
the cloudy weather disappears, leaving only a few 
pools visible; though the inhabitants of the hills 
always find a supply of water by digging into the 
sand. This supply would seem to be one of the 
providences of nature, for in so hot a climate it would 
be nearly impossible that any quantity of water could 
be found at so great an elevation if exposed to the 
influenee of the atmosphere. The bottom is rock. 
Over it the annual torrents have for centuries depo- 
sited a coating of sand, now many feet deep, which 
imbibes and retains a considerable portion of the 
water that yearly flows over it. The rock below 
prevents its soaking through; the sand delays its 
evaporation, and by subjecting it to a process of fil- 
tration, before it can enter the hole scraped to receive 
it, keeps it clear and fresh. A few acres of millet 
are sometimes cultivated on the mountain tops near 
the villages, but in quantity very insufficient for the 
wants of the population. The low plains called 
* Gobo’ or ‘ Mazzaga’ are therefore employed for this 
purpose. The former word is the one most used 
here in the sandy districts; the latter being more 
commonly applied to the dark-soiled plains of Wal- 
kait and Waldabba. Very little ‘teff’ is grown in 
this neighbourhood, but chiefly millet (mashéla) and 
‘dagousha.’ The people of Rohabaita are, like most 
frontier men, rather rough in their ideas and manners, 
but very hospitable, and given to attach themselves 
to their friends. I had the good fortune, during my 
long residence, to become considered as one of the 
country, and I was offered the government of Roha- 
baita and another neighbouring district by Dejatch 
Lemma.” 


Mr. Parkyns had applied for a government, 
and seems to have laid down in his own mind 
very excellent rules of administration. But 


though he became a man of some importance in 
the place, he did not obtain his appointment. 
He relates a number of very interesting inci- 
dents and anecdotes of his residence, of murders 
by robbers, of encounters with the Barea—a 


black predatory tribe, of crocodiles, rivers, 
fountains, and jungles, together with some 
capital buffalo drives. After adding, however, 
that Mr. Parkyns, determining at length to 
cut short his stay in Abyssinia, started under 
very difficult cireumstances across a dangerous 
desert, and succeeded in reaching the Blue Nile, 
we are compelled here to close our notice of 
these valuable volumes by one or two extracts 
illustrative of the manners and customs of the 
tribes amidst whom our traveller lived. The 
Abyssinians seem to share all the superstitions of 
their Pagan neighbours, besides having a plen- 
tiful supply of home growth. The blacksmiths, 
who are all sorcerers, and called Bouda, are 
said to be possessed of the power of turning 
themselves and others into the shapes of animals. 
In the neighbourhood of Adoua, there is a 
report of the recent existence of a woman who 
had one foot natural, and, in place of the other, 
a donkey’s hoof. This is how Mr. Parkyns 
explains this curiosity.— 

“The woman, having died, had been buried with 
all due ceremony in the churchyard, Next day a 
man came to one of the priests, who I suppose was 
a bad man, such indeed being occasionally found in 
holy orders, and offered him a sum of money for the 
body, pledging himself to the strictest secrecy. The 
priest doubtless thought that, as the body could not 
be of use to any one else, there could be no harm in 
his making it useful to himself by the gain of an 
honest penny, especially as nobody was to know 
what had occurred. The bargain was accordingly 
concluded to the satisfaction of both parties, and the 
corpse was disinterred and carried off by the stranger. 
Nothing more transpired, nor indeed did these facts 
become known, until some time after. The stranger, 
who was a blacksmith, was in the habit of passing,

on his way to market, the house where the departed 
After her death he had 
been seen to ride or drive a remarkably fine donkey, 
which, strangely enough, on passing the house or any 
of the old lady’s children, brayed loudly, and en- 
deavoured to run towards them. At first no notice 
was taken of this singular propensity, but at last one 
of the sons (a fine, intelligent young man) exclaimed, 
‘I feel convinced that that ass is my mother!’ Ac- 
cordingly, Bouda, ass, and all were seized and brought 
to the hut, much to the apparent satisfaction of the 
quadruped, who rubbed her nose against the young 
men, and, if I was rightly informed, shed tears of 
joy on the occasion. On being charged with the 
offence, the Bouda at first pretended to make light 
of it, denying the accusation as absurd; but at last, 
by dint of threats and promises, he was induced to 
confess the facts I have related, and how he had by 
his art turned the old woman into a donkey, she 
having been not really dead, but in a trance, into 
which he had purposely thrown her. His power, 
he said, was sufficient to change the external ap- 
pearance, but not to alter the mind of his subject. 
Hence it was that the old woman, or rather donkey, 
possessed human feelings, which she had displayed 
in her endeavours to enter her former habitation, and 
in her recognition of her children. The Bouda 
moreover agreed to restore to her her human ap- 
pearance, and began his exorcism. As he proceeded, 
she by degrees assumed her natural form, and the 
change appeared to be complete, when one of the 
sons, blinded by his rage, forgot the promises of 
pardon which the Bouda had exacted from them all, 
and drove his spear through his heart. Alas, for 
impatience! The incantation not being entirely 
completed, one foot yet remained asinine, and con- 
tinued so until her death actually occurred, which 
was not till many years afterwards.” 


We have quoted enough to show that here is, 
in its peculiar way, a genuine book,—a pleasant 
contribution from a traveller of the good old 
stamp to Christmas reading. 





CHRISTMAS BOOKS, 


The Life of Martin Luther, the German Re- 
former ; in Fifty Pictures : from Designs by Gustav 
Konig. Towhich is added, a Sketch of the Rise and 
Progress of the Reformation in Germany. Cooke. 
—Last week, we questioned whether exception 
might not be taken at the homes and haunts of 
the Pilgrim fathers being made pretty, with the 
view of catering for the drawing-room lounger. 
To-day, we have noble, bold, honest (but also 
genial, gracious, and poetical), Martin Luther 
*‘ served up”’ in a Christmas book, by one of 
Martin Luther’s countrymen,—but so severely 
as to chill sympathy,—so drily as to excite thirst 
for Beauty, be it ever so superficial,—so sourly 
as to set teeth on edge. In brief, Herr Kénig’s 
fifty designs, though sincere and careful (as most 
German designs are) display more than the 
ordinary modern German repudiation of attrac- 
tiveness, with little modern German force or 
character. In a few we have a composition or 
an attitude which shows good intention, and 
which prove that Herr Konig has studied the 
old masters of his own country. Among these 
must be praised the design No. 3, of Luther 
singing ‘‘as a chorister at the door of Mistress 
Ursula Cotta.” There is generally, too, to be 
commended in these drawings that resolution 
to tell the story clearly, without ‘ extenuation 
or malice,’’ which never fails to bring its reward, 
even when its result is so melo-dramatic as 
No. 5, which shows “ Luther’s friend Alexis 
killed by lightning.” We prize such a merit 
in proportion as we feel it to be rare amo 
our own book-illustrators. This quality it is 
which makes us turn back from many a com- 
position more academically sublime and grace- 
ful to Isaac Taylor’s homely but earnest ‘ Illus- 
trations of the Bible.’ On the other hand, we 
observe a want of character in some of Herr 
Kénig’s heads, common to modern works of

German Art,—caused, it is probable, ‘by the 
prevalent distrust of exaggeration. In No, 6] 
for instance, where Luther is shown as disport. 
ing himself “in the bosom of his family,” under 
the festive shadow of the vine leaves, the atti. 
tudes are cheerful enough, and the group 
graceful : but the faces are stolid, if not sad, W, 
like the style of the woodcuts, which is afte 
the simple old fashion of substitution, not the 
ibin mean to render pictorial effect,—anj 
the volume, though not a first-class specimen, 
will, with all its faults, make a pleasant variety for 
those who collect illustrated books, as showi 
what manner of art “our cousins” hang 
their Christmas-trees. ‘The Life,’ as regards 
letter-press, consists of mere descriptions of 
Hear Kénig’s fifty illustrations. ith ‘the 
historical sketch which follows there is no need 
to intermeddle. 


An Elegy written in a Country Churchyard, 
By Thomas Gray. Cundall.—Here is yet an. 
other illustrated edition of perhaps, for its 
length, the best-illustrated and the best-known 

m in our language. Nor is this last the 
ben excellent presentment of the Engli 
man’s favourite Elegy. The artists employed 
have been,—for the landscapes Mr. Binket 
Foster,—for the sturdier figure-designs, Mr. G, 
Thomas, whose “ Village Hamlet” has a touch 
of Mulready in it,—for the spiritual ones a 
Lady. The wood engraving is of the best quality; 
and anything more clear, bright, delicate 
and powerful than “This neglected spot,” 
plate 12, by Mr. Bolton, does not occur to us, 
The poem is neatly printed on the richest af 
paper,—the volume is delicately made up, and 
altogether well proportioned and attractive. 


Flotsam and Jetsam: a Cargo of Christmas 
Rhyme. By Hookanit Bee, Esq. Saunders & 
Otley—comes more strictly, within the domains 
of literature than either of the above volumes, 
—since it contains no German graces, no dainty 
woodcuts, to set off the verse. Yet we must 
deal with our rhymer briefly,—since mast of the 
contents of his volume, he honestly apprises us, 
have been already published elsewhere. 
remind us, in their semi-serious manner, of the 
fantastic verses by Praed and “®,” hg 
and Thomas Ingoldsby ;—the mixture of fami- 
liarity and sentiment is nicely compounded, and 
smoothly administered, though their writer can 
only claim a second place in this mixed and 
(after all) second-rate school of poetry. A few 
lines, by way of example, however, will be more 
to the purpose than paragraphs of definition ;— 
and the commencement of ‘ Oriande’ offers so 
fair an idea of our Christmas minstrel’s tunes, 
that we will give it.— 


No sound of Earth to break the charm 
That reigns within the Fairy dell; 
The rounded moon shines clear and calm, 
The glassy river owns the spell : 
Unripplingly it wanders on, 
Through seathed ravines of limestone gray, 
Where never yet the sunlight shone, 
Nor ever blew the gales of day; 
Where sullen trees for ever drink 
The darksome water winding by, 
And rugged crags o’erhang the brink, 
Like fossil, old-world Tantali :

The Coinage of the British Empire: an Outline 
of the Progress of the Coinage in Great Britain 
and her Dependencies. By Henry Noel 
Humphreys. Cooke. 

Tue literature of English Numismatics has not 

as yet been fortunate. No one disputes that 

coins are valuable monuments of history and 
art,—Mionnet terms the study of them “ une 
magnifique branche d’ Archéologie,”’ and the pub- 
lic at large testify to the general desire to un- 
derstand their history and meaning, by readily 

hasing any book which professes to treat of 

them ina simple and elementary way. In spite 
of these incentives—the interest of the study 
and the certainty of adequate reward —the 
books published in this country on English 
numismatical subjects are anything but satis- 
factory. We would not be understood to deny the 
great merit of many separate papers on coins 
seattered about in Encyclopedias, Transactions 
of Societies, and in various other publications,— 
papers which fully testify to the existence of 
sound numismatie knowledge in many of our 
antiquarian scholars :—our meaning is, that the 
ordinary and popular books both on the general 
subject and on certain special branches of it, 
are full of inaccuracies ;—that they abound in 
wild and fanciful conjectures and theories ;—that 
they are written by men who possess no spark of 
a proper critical spirit, men with whom assump- 
tion passes for argument, and speculation for 
proof ;—and that this branch of literature is con- 
~_—- susceptible of very great ee porn 
We could make this fact a great deal more pal- 
pable by a few references to some of our best- 
puffed numismatic books; but it is not our desire 
tocensure particular authors. We merely wish 
to draw attention to an obvious and unquestion- 
able literary fact,—and we trust that in doing 
so we are leading the way to a remedy. 

Some little understanding of this state of things 
seems to have led Mr. Humphreys into the walk 
of numismatic literature, and the ready sale of 
his previous work has encouraged him to pro- 
ceed. When he set up as a numismatic author, 
he exhibited evident tokens that his subject was 
one of comparative novelty tohim. Even now 
he has a great deal to learn; but he improves as 
he proceeds, and if he perseveres he may attain 
tomuch better things. He may even hereafter 
beable to do a good deal towards supplying 
the want to which we have alluded. But if he 

ire to do so, he must begin by endeavouring 

‘othink for himself. The first task we would 

teecommend to him is a thorough re-examination 

of the speculations of Sir William Betham. 

Until a writer has sufficiently mastered this sub- 

ject te be able to perceive the visionary cha- 

tacter of the Phoenician theories, we can have 
little hope of him. 

Another point towards which we would direct 
the attention of Mr. Humphreys is, greater care 
and accuracy in reference to the legends on the 

dieval coins. We have been surprised to 
hotice how extremely incorrect are his transla- 
tons of many ofthem. For example :—There 

* a beautiful gold coin, a Royal, coined by 





Edward the Black Prince at Bordeaux, which 
is ordinarily known by the name of the 
Black Prince’s “ Pavilion,’’ from the circum- 
stance that the Prince is represented on the 
obverse standing under a Gothic canopy or pa- 
vilion. On the reverse is the following legend: 
DNS. AIUTO. Z. PTECO. ME. Z. I IPO SPAVIT. COR. 
MEVM. The meaning of these words is obvious, 
and would probably be made still clearer if the 
marks of contraction, which we doubt not are 
upon the coin, to which we have not an oppor- 
tunity of referring, were taken into account. 
We read the words thus: ‘ Dominus adjutor et 
protector meus, et in ipso speravit cor meum ;”’ 
—words derived from the Vulgate, Psalm xxvii. 
7, where we find “ Dominus adjutor meus, et 
protector meus : in ipso speravit cor meum,” 
which is translated in the Prayer-book version, 
Psalm xxviii. 8, ‘The Lord is my strength, and 
my shield; my heart hath trusted in him.” 
Mr. Humphreys reads DNs. AIVTO, PTECO. ME. 
TIPO. sPAvi. con. MEVM. and adds the follow- 
ing explanation: “ Reading the IPO as Greek 
letters, which were occasionally very capriciously 
used in medizval inscriptions, this inscription 
appears to be, “ Dominus protector adjutor pro- 
stravi cor meum,”—‘“ Lord, my protector and 
help, I have prostrated my heart to Thee.’”’ Re- 
gretting the Greek learning here thrown away, 
and totally dissenting both from the doctrine of 
caprice and the accuracy of the translation, we 
pass on. 

© The translation of the motto of the Order of the 
Thistle will, we fear, constitute another ‘ Scot- 
tish grievance,” —‘ Diligite justitiam: Hasten 
justice,” and “ Decus et Tutamen: Ornamental 
and useful,” are not renderings that will satisfy 
every one. Nor will “Florent concordia regni,” 
—‘ Parcere subjectus et debellare superbos,”— 
“Sit nomen Domini benedictus,’’ and many 
other things of that kind, pass muster generally. 
The Middle Ages were, no doubt, dark enough 
in many respects; but we rather fancy that the 
men who furnished legends for minted money 
knew as much of the Latin grammar as some of 
our modern numismatists. 

‘‘Coynes,” we are told by one of our anti- 
quarian forefathers, were so called from “ Coy- 
nobeline,” king of the Britons, whose name 
stands upon many of his presumed British types 
in the form of cvno. We will not ask our 
readers to believe this bold attempt at etymo- 
logy, and of late years Mr. Birch, of the British 
Museum, has even deposed Cunobeline from his 
old supremacy by assigning the priority with 
good grounds to another and still lighter his- 
torical shadow—Tasciovanus. Heads of these 
dim heroes, some clearly symbolical, whilst 
others look as if intended for portraits, are the 
chief adornments of the presumed Early British 
series, which extends to some seventy or eighty 
coins of different types, in gold, in silver, and 
in brass. The origin of this coinage, the deriva- 
tion of its earliest types, the period of time to 
which it is to be attributed, whether it is alto- 
gether British, or, as the French antiquaries 
assert, altogether Gaulish, or whether truth lies 
between the claims of the contending numis- 
matists, are all subjects which deserve a great 
deal more attention than has been bestowed 
upon them. Mr. Humphreys so far as he speaks 
at all upon any of these points is a mere echo. 

The Roman- British series contains coins 
which make mention of Britain, and those which 
are thought tohave been minted in Britain. Both 
form parts of the noble Imperial series, which 
Gibbon remarked, would perpetuate the glories 
of the Roman Empire, if all other historical 
monuments had disappeared. These coins have 
in consequence shared the attention of some of 
the greatest masters of Numismatics,—but even 
amongst these coins, and especially amongst the 





coins indicated by L., which may mean London 
or Lyons, and those marked rs., letters which 
no one has yet satisfactorily explained, there 
remain many uncleared difficulties and doubts 
to reward the application of knowledge and 
sound criticism. The whole history of the coins 
of Carausius and Allectus needs reconsideration 
as a separate and, to English numismatists, a 
most important subject. 

The Anglo-Saxon series presents a very dif- 
ferent character of type from the Roman. Its 
rude figures may perhaps be imitations, or 
rather they may have been an attempt at imita- 
tion, but the extent to which they were so is 
taken for granted amongst numismatists rather 
than proved,—and certainly there are barbaric 
ornaments about them which cannot be ex- 
plained by any supposed imitation of the coins 
of the Lower Empire. Large “ finds” within 
the last few years have put this portion of our 
numismatic series in a very different position 
from what it formerly occupied, and call for 
a corresponding alteration in our general lite- 
rature. The Saxons, it is known, besides 
their silver Sceatta and Penny, had a copper 
coinage of Stycas, which was the only copper 
money struck in England anterior to Eliza- 
beth. The silver penny was first coined about 
A.D. 750, and the series runs from thence 
to the Norman Conquest in a great variety of 
types. There were also half-pennies of some of 
the Saxon kings. The number of coins of the 
Anglo-Saxon period is very great,—and every 
intelligent reader of Mr. Humphreys or any 
other numismatic writer, must find himself 
beset with difficulties at every turn. The whole 
subject of the Anglo-Saxon coinage wants 
thorough revision. We recommend it to at- 
tention as a theme worthy of the highest anti- 
quarian skill. Materials are abundant; the 
valuable labours of Mr. Hawkins have greatly 
facilitated arrangement, and any one who would 
treat the theme in a large and learned spirit 
would be sure of his reward. We have a body 
called the Numismatic Society, but, like other 
small bodies, it is powerless for good. The 
compilation of a complete Catalogue of all the 
various types of Anglo-Saxon coins, with illus- 
trations, would well become the Society of 
Antiquaries, and to undertake it would be an 
evidence of the regeneration which we trust is 
about to take place in that Society under its 
new constitution. 

With William the Conqueror we enter upon 
our series of Modern English coins, which is 
allowed to be one of great curiosity and complete- 
ness. The Conqueror did not shock his new 
subjects by any alteration in their current 
money. His coins, and those of his successors 
up to Edward the First, are of an entirely 
Anglo-Saxon character. The head of the 
monarch, with the title of Rex Anglorum, on 
the one side, and a cross, with the names of the 
minters and the city in which they were coined, 
on the other. Of Richard the First and John 
there are no English coins. Henry the Third 
first introduced the distinguishing numerals 
‘“‘ III.” on his coins; he also resumed the coin- 
age of silver half-pennies and coined silver 
farthings, and was the first to attempt a coinage 
of gold in certain little golden pennies which 
are of extreme rarity. Edward the Third was 
the great improver of the coinage. He first 
coined silver groats and half-groats for general 
use. This was a great advance; but he went 
further, and made his reign a memorable era 
in the history of our coinage, by two issues of 
gold. In 1344 he sent forth a gold Florin, value 
6s., with its accompanying half and quarter 
Florin ; and immediately afterwards, in conse- 
quence of some failure in calculation as to the 
value of the Florin, a coin calleda Noble, of the 
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value of 6s. 8d., with its similar half and quarter. 
The Florin was named from its similarity to 
a coin of Florence. The origin of the name 
noble is a puzzle. The chief device is a ship, 
with the king standing in it full armed and 
sword in hand. Whether this symbol asserts 
the dominion of the sea and commemorates a 
naval victory, or whether the ship is the revival 
of a Roman emblem for the State, the learned 
must declare. On the coins of Edward the 
Third first appeared the Dei Gratia, of which we 
have lately me so much, In them the king’s 
title first stands full-blown—Rex Anglia et 
Francie et Dominus Hibernia. In this reign, 
too, first appeared Latin mottoes on the coins, 
chiefly from the Vulgate, which long continued 
in use. One of them, which was originally im- 
pressed on the Groat and afterwards on the 
Angel, Posur. DEuUM ADJUTOREM MEUM, was 
frequently a subject for the witlings. Camden 
gives us an example which applies to the time 
when this motto was on the Angel. A rude 
scholar, he tells us, procured a Fellowship in a 
college very improperly, and being called to 
account, protested solemnly, on his faith and 
honesty, that he came in a Posui Deum ad- 
jutorem meum ; “and no marvel,” adds Camden 
drily, ‘‘ for some are said to have higher place 
by mediation and help of Angels.’ Another of 
these mottoes was, “ Jesus autem transiens per 
medium illorum ibat’’ (St. Luc.iv. 30).. It was 
known that the king had been trying a variety 
of experiments in his mint, and it was profoundly 
argued that this inscription was an intimation 
that as Jesus passed invisible and in secret 
manner through the midst of the Nazarenes, so 
the gold of which this coin was an example had 
been made by some invisible and secret art,— 
or, in other words, by the art alchemical of 
Raymond Lully in the Tower of London. 
Whether that was actually the case or not 
might perhaps be doubted, but nobody doubted 
in those days that these words, and consequently 
the possession of this coin, constituted a certain 
charm against all the perils of war. 

Richard the Second and the three Henries fol- 
lowed quietly in the wake of Edward the Third ; 


but Edward the Fourth introduced the Angel,— | 


a coin of gold, so called from the device of St. 
Michael standing upon the dragon and piercing 
him with a spear. 

Richard the Third added no new piece to the 
coinage; but his successor Henry the Seventh 
is remembered amongst numismatists as the 
introducer of two of our best-known modern 
coins. The Royal was now the name given to the 
Noble, which had risen in value to 10s. Henry 
the Seventh struck a double royal and termed 
the new coin a Sovereign. Another of his coins 
was the triple groat or Shilling, introduced in 
1504. The shilling had long been a name of 
account, but did not until now appear in the 
coinage. The coinage of Henry the Eighth 
whee us with the first appearance on coins of 

eraldic supporters to the royal arms, which are 
‘found on the reverse of his sovereign. Now 
also appeared St. George instead of St. Michael, 
in combat with the dragon on what was con- 
sequently termed not the Angel, but the George 
noble. Henry the Eighth’s broad-faced groat 
was long remembered. The bluff full-face be- 
came popular, and was used as a sign for inns. 
There was a Broad-face Inn until very lately in 
Reading. 

Henry the Eighth left the coinage in a miser- 
able state of depreciation, as may be judged 
from the following story. The'silver coins were 
corrupted by so powerful an admixture of cop- 
per, that the tint of the copper spread like a 
tarnish over the whole coin, ‘Parson Brocke,”’ 
who had the discredit of being the principal de- 
viser of this mode of depreciation, chanced, as 





we are told, to meet a Sir John Rainsford. Sir 
John turned quickly upon the reverend gentle- 
man, and threatened, from sheer loyalty, to 
break his head. ‘Why so?”—‘ Why! for that 
he had made his Sovereign Lord, the most beau- 
tiful Prince King Henry, to appear with a red 
and copper nose!” 

In spite of the bold remonstrances of Lati- 
mer, properly referred to by Mr. Humphreys, 
little was done to amend the depreciation during 
the reign of Edward the Sixth. The reign of 
Mary was a retrogression in everything. The 
double rose of Henry the Seventh was reproduced 
on the Sovereign, St. Michael reappeared vice 
St. George on the Angel, and her majesty was 
placed standing with a drawn sword in a ship of 
war,—a device historically as inaccurate as that 
which Butler celebrates— 

Still amorous, fond and billing, 
Like Philip and Mary on a shilling. 

Elizabeth reformed the coinage effectually. 
She restored the money to its true value, and 
improved its manufacture by the introduction of 
the screw-press in lieu of the old-fashioned 
hammer. She also introduced into Ireland a 
coinage of copper pence and half-pence ; and was 
preparing to extend the same to England when 
death removed her. 

We have thus in haste shown something of 
the nature of this subject, and exhibited a few 
of the infinite variety of interesting points with 
which it abounds. Mr. Humphreys’s book will 
supply other illustrations. It has many faults; 
but in the present state of our literature we do 
not know any other volume we could recom- 
mend as a popular manual in its place. The 


engraved illustrations, with the coins printed in 
silver, gold, and copper colour, are excellent. 





The Gold Rocks of Great Britain and Ireland, 
§c. By John Calvert. Chapman & Hall. 
Goxtp in Britain!—at a moment when the 
attention of the warld has been turned towards 
the auriferous treasures of California and Aus- 
tralia—when the “thirst for gold” has been 
urging thousands to leave their homes—the 
ery of “Gold in Britain” is alluring. For some 
time past schemes have been floating in the 
City stream of mining speculation, rich with the 
promise of E/ Dorados in England. According 
to reports in Capel Court, Pactolean streams 
have been meandering through the valleys ,of 
Devonshire,—and a realization of the fable 
of Colchis has been promised to the searchers 

for gold in our own islands. 

At last a gold-digger returns from Australia, 
who proclaims to the public at home his 
success as a gold-finder, supporting his claims 
by the exhibition of nuggets and sketches, The 
Oriental story of the golden ball is fairly repre- 
sented ;—it moves onward and men crowd after 
it. At length, as the ball must be kept moving, 
the press is enlisted in the service—and, presto! 
we have the ‘Gold Rocks of Great Britain”! 

In the introduction to this work there is an 
appearance of modesty and caution—which is 
contradicted by almost every page of the volume. 
The author has gathered together every stray 
statement, or assertion, good or bad, which he 
could find in old books, local histories, maga- 
zines, and newspapers,—and without, in any 
instance, venturing to inquire into its correct- 
ness, he has added it to the crowd of such loose 
statements in his book. Sufficient for him that 
some printed passage indicates that gold has 
been found somewhere. According to his own 
confession this new book has been compiled from 
“here a tract or paper, there a line or word; 
here a half-burnt' manuscript, there hearsay 
conversation as to a nugget,”—and this is 
to be the reliable guide upon which thousands 
of pounds are to be expended? The analyses of 
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granite rocks, and iron and copper ores cop. 
taining gold, are given—all of which are of such 
an extraordinary character that the author's 
veracity must be proved before they can be 
received as of the highest value. 

To attempt to enumerate the itive errors 
in the work would occupy several of our pages, 
Yet, since there is a certain amount of truth, 
which serves to clothe the numerous errors, and 
to betray the unwary into a belief that gold is 
abundant in our rocks, it becomes our duty to 
indicate a few of these. 

In the first place, the Fodine Regales of Sir 
John Pettus is quoted as an authority, in nearly 
every page, to prove the ‘existence of gold in 
Britain. Now, ‘the Fodine Regales is the 
“history, laws, and places of the chief mines 
and mineral works in England, Wales, and the 
English pale in Ireland,”"—and ‘the authior gives 
some account of each “letter patent ” granted 
to mining adventurers, from Edward the First to 
Charles the Second: The object of the work 
being to establish as large a claim for the crown 
as possible to ‘‘ mines royal,” which are thus 
defined :—‘“ where the. oar digged from’ any 
mine doth yield, according to the rules of att, 
so much gold or silver as that the value thereof 
exceed the charges.of refining and loss of the 
baser metal in which itis. contained, and from 
whence it is extracted, then it is called rich oar 
or a mine royal; ’tis appertaining to the king by 
his prerogative.” 

The numerous “letters patent,” from the 
Kings allowing various adventurers to “ work 
the mines of lead mixt.with gold’ or “ all mines 
of copper, tin, and lead whereout any gold or 
silver shall be fined,’’ prove the direct negative 
to Mr. Calvert’s deductions. It is evident from 
these grants, that over almost every part of our 
island the search for gold was carried out with 
great industry; but in no case could the Crown 
claim a “ mine royal” from thé gold obtained: 
—this should be a sufficient warning to modern 
adventurers. A passage in page 6 of the 
Fodine Regales is quoted repeatedly in proof 
of the knowledge by Pettus, that gold existed 
in England. This is the passage :—* Copper 
mines, containing some gold and silver, are in 
Cornwall, Devonshire, Somersetshire, Gloucester- 
shire, Derbyshire, Shropshire, Cheshire, North- 
umberland, Cumberland, Pembrokeshire, and 
we doubt not of good in Kent.” The value of 
this statement even, as it regards copper, will 
be. understood ,when our readers learn 
except from the two first-named counties, which 
produced, in 1852; 165,593 tons of copper ore, 
not.a single ton ars in the copper — from 
either of the, — eounties,. But, notwith- 
standing the most.diligent search made through 
the Fodine Regales by Mr. Calvert, the following 
passage is most carefully, avoided, “ For it may 
be confidently affirmed, that as all metals (ez- 
cept gold, of which we have but a small quantity) 
and useful ‘minerals, no proportion of 
in Europe affords better of all -sorts.’”’ (Page 31, 
Fodine).—The discovery of small quantities 
of gold’ in the tin streams of Cornwall is 
seized with the thirst of a gold-seeker, and an 
array of gold localities given, which is quite 
tempting. Now, no men are better gold-seekers 
than the tin streamers; they will not allow 
the smallest particle to escape them; picking it 
out of the pebbles of tin, and keeping the 
minute ffagments in a quill until they. get a 
few grains which they ean sell: During the 
last hundred years some eight or ten nuggets, 
weighing from one to two ounces each of gold, 
have been found inthe tin streams, and these 
are preserved in the county collections;—and of 
the finer grains there may be an annual produce 
of not more’than four ounces over all Cornwall. 

Coming to the subject of gold mining 1 
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Devonshire, the Britannia and Poltimore mines 
are especially quoted. The present operations 
ia this district are perhaps correctly enough 
described, —but the results of the extensive works 
which were carried on rather more than twenty 
years are carefully excluded from this book. 
Stringer, a writer of the most questionable 
credit, is constantly quoted by our author, 
Upon this authority, Mr. Thomas Bushell, of 
Cardiganshire, is said to have “ extracted so 
much silver and gold as kept several mines at 
work, clothed King Charles the First’s army, 
raised a regiment of horse, &c.” Now, Sir 
John Pettus gives us the most exact account of 
all Bushell’s proceedings; and preserves an 
inventory of all the utensils and attendants “ of 
the silver mills at ‘ Come-some-luck’”’ (as he 
calls the Cardiganshire mines),—and from this 
itis certain that silver in large quantities was 
extracted from the lead ore, but no gold. The 
crowning passage in this work is the following.— 
“The most remarkable specimen I collected was 
near the road from Kendal to Keswick, not far from 
the borders of Westmoreland and Cumberland. I 
found, on a slight undulation on the crest of.a hill, a 
mass of gossan, and where there seemed to bea small 
accumulation of silica. In this gossan was what may 
be termed a nodule, or bunch of gold, encircling 
small particles of silica, and generally imbedded in, 
or tinged by, the oxide of iron. The gross weight of 
the specimen was about fifty-seven ounces, fifteen 
ounces of which ought to be quartz and earthy 
matter. It would not have had the appearance of 
gold to the unpractised eye, being very dirty, with a 
coating of iron ; until a blow from my hammer 
revealed some of the most beautiful specimens I have 
in my cabinet.” (Page 107.) 
—And at page 184, when referring to the 
size of nuggets found in England, Mr, Calvert 
enumerates. “specimens containing forty-one 
ounces of gold, the mass weighing fifty-seven 
ounces, found by myself in Westmoreland.” 
When a learned Judge was told that Saint 
Piran crossed the sea from Ireland to England 
on a millstone :—he replied, ‘‘ Well, I cannot 
contradict it; he was a lucky fellow.” 


At page 117, when speaking of the Merioneth- 
shire gold, Mr. Calvert says :—- 

“In 1849 a proposition ,was made to refine the 
ores at Holywell, where some of the gold was ob- 
tained. Some ore was actually reduced in the works. 
At one time it was proposed to adopt Mr. Lang- 
maid’s process of fusion. In these various trials, 
about seven pounds of gold of good quality was 
obtained, worth about 350/.; and a Jump of that 
weight was shown in 1851] in the Crystal Palace in 
Hyde Park.” 

—This we most emphatically contradict. With 
the exception of a few microscopic grains in 
quartz, exhibited by Mr. Rowlandson, there 
was not a single specimen of British gold shown 
in the Great Exhibition. Such an assertion as 
this will sufficiently stamp the value of the book. 





Speeches of the Right Hon, T. B. Macaulay, 
MP. Corrected by Himself. Longman 
& Co. 

“Sprecues,” said Charles James Fox, “are 

made to be spoken, and not to be read,””—and 

we often thought of the great Whig states- 
man’s sentiment while examining the rhetorical 
erformances before us. Some of these speeches 

ave been familiar to us for years,—others of 

them we heard delivered. In the present edi- 
tion, they come before. us in a revised and 
selected form; and the eminence of the speaker 
made us examine them with attention. 

Their re-perusal has suggested to us the consi- 

deration of a subject which has often been 

mooted by thinking observers of modern 
social progress: —‘‘ Whether the mission of 
the orator has gained or lost by modern 
civilization?” Superficial observers might 





think that the orator has decidedly gained. 
The reprinting of his speeches, and their rapid 
circulation through town and country, would 
seem at least to indicate that the power of the 
public speaker had been increased. But, on 
second thoughts, another view of the case pre- 
sents itself. The press achieves its purposes by 
criticism as well as by reports,—it comments 
upon its own records,—not unfrequently in its 
leading columns it exposes the fallacious rhe- 
toric, which in another page is printed and 
interspersed with (‘Tremendous cheers,” — 
‘* Enthusiastic applause’). It may have been 
but yesterday that a crowd eagerly cheered the 
rolling rhetoric and excited declamation of a 
ranting politician. For the thousands that 
applauded his fanaticism on yesterday after- 
noon, there are hundreds of thousands to-day 
sneering at the stilted fustian that cannot bear 
the critical examination of cool perusal. It may 
be that there is sophistry of the pen as well as 
of the tongue, and fallacies of journalists as well 
as of .“‘ orators,”"—but the admission will not 
alter the fact of the fleet and formidable replies 
which issue from twenty popular organs, before 
as many hours have elapsed since the speaker 
made his harangue. ‘All power,” says David 
Hume, “even the most despotic, rests ulti- 
mately upon opinion,”-—and in the formation 
of:‘‘opinion,”’ the press has become more poten- 
tial than the orator. The dominion of facts has 
been enlarged; the “mind's eye” of millions 
has been opened by the influence of education, 
and in the present state of society in advanced 
countries it would be almost impossible for 
orators” to exert that sorcery which they 
possessed in ancient times. In saying this, we 
by no means undervalue the vast power of 
genuine eloquence,—but in order to be truly 
effective, an orator must have other qualities 
besides a genius -for language and the com- 
mand of a rhetorician’s arts Capacity for 
affairs, the power of prompt thinking, and the 
courage for sustained action ;—those genuine 
qualities which make (with various degrees of 
excellence) efficient rulers of mankind, are 
more valuable than the stimulating talents 
which excite crowds and inflame emotions. 
There are, of course, certain crises in the history 
of a nation when oratory will be most powerful. 
Patrick Henry at the commencement of the 
American struggle, —Grattan in 1779-80,— 
Mirabeau in 1789-90,—and Kossuth in 1848,— 
may be taken as famous instances of the in- 
spiring powers of orators. On the other hand, 
we see in the contemporary history of France 
how little the tongues of Berryer and Lamar- 
tine, Thiers and Guizot, have been able to ac- 
complish. We may cite also the case of Ire- 
land as a suggestive instance, that though 
orators are powerful in raising and maintaining 
ferment pas agitation, their influence as social 
agents is destructive rather than constructive. 
Organization is more potent in the long run 
than oratory; the talent for things is more 
formidable than the mere genius for words. 


Possibly such considerations are not without 
effect upon the fact that the Literature of 
“Speeches” is singularly uninteresting. Im- 
mediate effect is the aim of the orator; like the 
actor, he must address the audience before him, 
and what thrilled when spoken fails to charm on 
perusal. A few years roll by; new scenes of 
the political drama arrest our notice, and another 
company of political | proms appeal for the 
public applause. Old questions have become 
insipid, and old modes of thinking are voted 
obsolete. A new generation has grown up, 
which wonders how its fathers and grandsires 
could have admired the exertions that once 
gained so much applause. But what reads flatly 
to-day, was fifty years ago spoken with ardour, 





and appealed to the passions of millions. Human 
hearts were once stirred by that energetic 
rhetoric which now looks like mere tautology 
and verbiage, and strong heads were once be- 
wildered with that sophistry which any tyro can 
now detect. What poor things, upon perusal, 
seem the speeches of the younger Pitt!—how 
vague, wordy, and ambiguous, like “a king’s 
speech,” spread over three volumes! Yet, as 
Lord Brougham has recorded, it was impossible 
to hear Pitt speak “ without feeling that there 
stood before us a ruler of the people.” The 
imposing air—the stately figure—the flashing 
eye—the resounding voice of the Tory leader 
cannot be presented to posterity along with the 
substance of his words. Thus, it happens that 
the remark of Colley Cibber upon the fugitive 
bloom of histrionic laurels can be applied to a 
great parliamentary speaker as well as to an 
actor. ‘Pity it is that the beauties of an har- 
monious elocution cannot, like those of poetry, 
be their own record; that the animated graces 
of an ‘orator’ can live no longer than the 
instant breath and motion that present them, 
or, at best, can but faintly glimmer through 
the memory of a few surviving spectators.” 
The literary excellence of Burke’s “ Speeches ”’ 
make them exceptions to the generally insipid 
character of reprinted parliamentary exerci- 
tations. But Burke’s speeches, it is obvious, 
were composed to be read; and we know that 
some of them, in delivery, wearied the hearers, 
and were confirmatory of the sentiment of Mr. 
Fox, already quoted. But, from these general 
reflections we turn to the special qualities of 
the speeches before us, 

Our readers are aware that we declined to 
criticize, at length, the speeches of Mr. Macau- 
lay in the former shape. We noticed, even in a 
cursory inspection of them, the careless manner 
in which that edition was brought before the 

ublic. “The fact of the publication, induced 
Mr. Macaulay to bring out the present 
edition; to which he has prefixed a Pre- 
face, in which he bitterly complains of the 
manner in which he has been treated. We 
noticed, ourselves, that amongst the reasons 
why a public speaker might not wish to reprint 
his speeches would be the fact of personal 
friendship having subsequently arisen between 
himself and the object of former invectives,— 
and we find Mr. Macaulay striking on that 
chord in the very first paragraph of his Preface. 
We must place it before our readers, as it con- 
tains a verdict (which, we suppose, may be 
accepted as “‘historical”’) on the character of 
the late Sir Robert Peel.— 

“Tt was most reluctantly that I determined to 
suspend, during the last autumn, a work which is the 
business and the pleasure of my life, in order to 
prepare these Speeches for publication ; and it is 
most reluctantly that I now give them to the world. 
Even if I estimated their oratorical merit much 
more highly than I do, I should not willingly have 
revived, in the quiet times in which we are so happy 
as to live, the memory of those fierce contentions in 
which too many years of my public life were passed. 
Many expressions which, when society was convulsed 
by political dissension, and when the foundations of 
government were shaking, were heard by an ex- 
cited audience with sympathy and applause, may, 
now that the passions of all parties have subsided, 
be thought intemperate and acrimonious. It was 
especially painful to me to find myself under the 
necessity of recalling to my own recollection, and to 
the recollection of others, the keen encounters which 
took place between the late Sir Robert Peel and 
myself. Some parts of the conduct of that eminent 
man I must always think deserving of serious blame. 
But, on a calm review. of his long and chequered 
public life, I acknowledge, with sincere pleasure, that 
his faults were much more than redeemed by great 
virtues, great sacrifices, and great services. My po- 
litical hostility to him was never in the smallest 
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degree tainted by personal ill will. After his fall 
from power a cordial reconciliation took place be- 


tween us: I admired the wislom, the moderation, | 


the disinterested patriotism, which he invariably 
showed during the last and best years of his life ; I 
lamented his untimely death, as both a private and 
a public calamity ; and I earnestly wished that the 
sharp words which had sometimes been exchanged 
between us might be forgotten.” 


Mr. Macaulay then proceeds to notice the 
compilers of Mr. Vizetelly’s edition.— 

“ Unhappily an act, for which the law affords no 
redress, but which I have no hesitation in pronoun- 
cing to be a gross injury to me and a gross fraud on 
the public, has compelled me to do what I should 
never have done willingly. A bookseller, named 
Vizetelly, who seems to aspire to that sort of dis- 
tinction which Curtl enjoyed a hundred and twenty 
years ago, thought fit, without asking my consent, 
without even giving me any notice, to announce an 
edition of my Speeches, and was not ashamed to tell 
the world in his advertisement that he published 
them by special license. When the book appeared, 
I found that it contained fifty-six speeches, said to 
have been delivered by me in the House of Com- 
mons. Of these speeches a few were reprinted from 
reports which I had corrected for the Mirror of Parlia- 
ment or the Parliamentary Debates, and were there- 
fore, with the exception of some errors of the pen 
and the press, correctly given. The rest bear scarcely 
the faintest resemblance to the speeches which I 
really made. The substance of what I said is per- 
petually misrepresented. The connexion of the ar- 
guments is altogether lost. Extravagant blunders 
are put into my mouth in almost every page. An 
editor who was not grossly ignorant would have 
perceived that no person to whom the House of 
Commons would listen could possibly have been 
guilty of such blunders, An editor who had the 
smallest regard for truth, or for the fame of the per- 
son whose speeches he had undertaken to publish, 
would have had recourse to the various sources of 
information which were readily accessible, and, by 
collating them, would have produced a book which 
would at least have contained no absolute nonsense. 
But I have unfortunately had an editor whose only 
object was to make a few pounds, and who was 
willing to sacrifice to that object my reputation and 
his own. He took the very worst report extant, 
compared it with no other report, removed no ble- 
mish however obvious or however ludicrous, gave to 
the world some hundreds of pages utterly contempt- 
ible both in matter and manner, and prefixed my 
name tothem. The least that he should have done 
was to consult the files of the Times newspaper. I 
have frequently done so, when I have noticed in his 
book any passage more than ordinarily absurd ; and 
I have almost invariably found that, in the Times 
newspaper, my meaning had been correctly reported, 
though often in words different from those which I 
had used. I could fill a volume with instances of the 
injustice with which I have been treated.” 

To a considerable extent we sympathize with 
Mr. Macaulay ; but the above passage is rather 
undignified in its tone, for one occupying his 
distinguished station. It smacks too strongly 
of altercation, and Mr. Macaulay seems to for- 
get that he is not the first, any more than he 
will be the last, eminent man subjected to 
this annoyance. Unauthorized editions of the 
speeches of the great orators of the last cen- 
tury were for years in circulation. We do 
not know that Sheridan or Curran corrected 
any of their published speeches, upon which 
their fame as orators depends. In point of fact 
it savours strongly of egotism to reprint speeches; 
and some public men are not anxious to have 
their exact words reported. The curious in 
in these matters will find an instance in the 

reface to the six-volume edition of Canning’s 
peeches. At the time of the Reform Bill a 


first-class political celebrity (since deceased) 
made a great speech, of which he undertook 
to supply a report to a particular journal. On 
the report being furnished to the office, a 


his stenographic notes, and declared to his 
| editor that the right honourable speaker's copy 
was ‘decidedly doctored.” ‘Print according 
to your notes,’’ was the editor’s instruction ; 
and vehement was the orator’s wrath on findin 
himself fastened down to the very words which 
he had actually employed, but which he 
wished to have forgotten. Lord Lyndhurst, 
possibly, would not like to reprint his “ Alien”’ 
speech. 

To apply these remarks to the case before us, 
the matter as relating to Mr. Macaulay seems 
to stand thus. It appears, in his own words, 
that he “ would not have wished to revive the 
memory of fierce contentions,” and we may 
presume, therefore, that he would not, of his 
own will, have reprinted his speeches. We 
are told thatthe unauthorized edition was often 
incorrect and unworthy of the speaker’s fame; 
but we are presented with the volume before us, 
when the question arises—“ Can these be accept- 
ed as ie Mieenbats Speeches?” 

To that we must answer, only partly so. The 
volume should be printed with its last sentence 
as an epigraph on the title-page—* For myself, 
I hope that I am both a Liberal and a Conser- 
vative politician,’ &c. &c. We find omitted 
from this volume any reference to those highly 
effective speeches in which Mr. Macaulay criti- 
cized (to use no harsher word) the conduct of 
Sir James Graham, and the Foreign Office pre- 
sided over by the present Prime Minister, in re- 
ference to Post-Office espionnage. We miss also 
his well-known speech in 1833 on the Irish Co- 
ercion Bill, and also his speech advocating the 
Ballot in 1839—the first oration which he deli- 
vered in the House of Commons after his return 
from India. Several of his electioneering ad- 
dresses, though interesting, are not here re- 
printed, and one of his juvenile exercitations 
at Freemasons’ Hall is also left out. The differ- 
ence between the two editions is this—that 
Mr. Vizetelly’s publication contains more 
matter,—but incorrectly reported,—and that 
the volume before us, correct as far as it goes, 
cannot be accepted as an entire presentation 
of Mr. Suede: oratorical performances. 
Enough, however, is given to supply matter 
for a critical examination of his eloquence,—a 
task which we may probably attempt on a future 
occasion. 





THE “‘ DOMESTIC LIFE” OF EDMUND BURKE. 
[Second Notice. ] 

Ir is strange, considering the eminence of the 
man, and how early his biographers were 
in the field, what an impenetrable cloud hangs 
over the life of Edmund Burke, from the time 
when he left college to his avowed entrance into 
a public career. The same observation was 
made long years since by one who knew him 
personally and well. ‘‘It always appeared to 
Mr. West (‘ Life of West’) that there was about 
Mr. Burke a degree of mystery connected with 
his early life which their long intercourse never 
tended to explain.” This mystery was not 
only maintained during life, but prepared for 
after death. There is not in existence, as far 
as we know or have a right to infer from the 
silence of the biographers, one single letter, 
paper, or document of any kind,—except a mys- 
terious fragment of one letter,—relating to the 
domestic life of the Burkes, until long after 
Edmund Burke became an illustrious me public 
man,—no letters from parents to children, from 
children to parents, from brothers to brother, 
or brothers to sister. Such letters could not, of 
course, find a place in the formal ‘‘Correspon- 
dence of the Right Honourable,”"—but they were 
the best possible material for the biographer— 
for the man Burke must grow in and out of them.

have been intentionally collected and destroyed: 
and the probabilities are, that they were de. 
stroyed by Edmund himself, for he was the lag; 
survivor of the family. 

In that mysterious portion of Edmund's life, 
two things have always appeared to us remark. 
able—first, how he supported himself in London 
prior to his being retained by the Rockingham 
party; and secondly, where he got all the 
money —~ to purchase and to keep up 
Beaconsfield 

Burke’s pen never could have supported him, 
Periodical literature was not paid for then as jt 
is now; and though we smile at the state 
ment about his being ‘‘a man of fashion,” it is 
certain that his expenses must have been con- 
siderable. For the ‘ Annual Register’ of 176) 
he received two sums of 50/. from Dodsley; and 
when literary services were paid for at that price, 
we may conjecture how difficult it must have 
been for Burke, without a profession, to keep float- 
ing in London society. Curiosity was early 
and often excited on this point; and at the 
time when he accepted the pension, his career 
| was animadverted on with great personality, 

His friends attempted to show that he was never 

an adventurer; and Mr. Prior refers to the 
| assertions of Dr. Lawrence and others, to the 
| effect that Burke received from his family at 
various periods sums amounting to ne 
20,000/.—just double the portion of Lord Chat- 
ham’s son, William Pitt. It needed no Michael 
Cassio—no great arithmetician—to inform us 
that twice ten is twenty ;—what we want is 
proof that Edmund Burke received the twenty 
thousand pounds; and until that is offered we 
shall remain incredulous. Further, it is fair to 
assume that the old man gave equal portions to 
his son Richard and his daughter, Mrs. French, 
—and the amount of the wealth of the Dublin 
attorney must be proportionately increased. 

Early in 1768, Burke bought Gregories “ for 
above 20,000/.” says Mr. Prior,—for 23,000/, 
says Dr. Bisset.— 





“ How Burke obtained the funds necessary for this 
landed acquisition has been the subject of much 
question and surmise. This arose, not from any 
doubt of his honour or conduct in the transaction, 
but from the complete secrecy he always adopted in 
any matters relating to himself personally. The 
solution of the affair is simple enough. In the first 
place, by his father’s death and by that of his eldest 
brother Garrett, unmarried, in 1765, the parental 
lands in Ireland had come to him: the sale of these 
gave him some of the money ; the rest he undoubt- 
edly owed to the munificence of Lord Rockingham, 
who, when he heard that further funds were to have 
been procured on mortgage, voluntarily offered. to 
lend the sum necessary to complete the purchase. It 
is even said that his Lordship proposed a yet greater 
loan, which was declined by Burke ; he would accept 
no more than was absolutely indispensable for his 
purpose, and that, upon a perfect understanding of 
its being a loan to be returned with the first oppor- 
tunity.” 

Here we again read of the “ complete secrecy” 
of Burke, and of his speculating on “the first 
opportunity” of repaying thousands! Now his 
brother Garrett’s Irish property could not help 
him to the thousands required for this purchase; 
and we have never heard of other property 
beyond the vague words of the biographers. 
It could not help him even “to some of the 
money,”’ for Burke retained the Irish estate, 
whether paternal or fraternal, until 1792 or 
'93, and then sold it for something under 
4,0007. We read on, and are told of how “he 
received his friends and admirers frequently 
and cordially. His house was the continued 
resort of rank and beauty, wit and talent. 
Again we ask,—where did the money come 





These letters and documentary evidence must 


from? The question is not answered by 
telling us that “the affair is simple enough, 
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or by talk about loans or gifts from Lord 
Rockingham to aid in the purchase. Keeping 
up such a place for life, and living as a country 
squire, to say nothing of Burke’s town expenses, 
must have continu y called for more money 
than the farming of the estate could have 
realized, even when aided by his subsequent 
salary as Agent of the State of New York. In 
a letter to his friend Shackleton (May 1, 1768), 
Burke refers to the purchase:—* As to myself, 
I am by the very singular kindness of some 
friends in a way very agreeable to me. I have 
made a push with all I could collect of my own, 
and the aid of friends, to cast a little root in this 
country.” Here we have the word “friends” 
used twice; and we surmise that Burke must 
have received other pecuniary assistance than 
that given or lent by Lord Rockingham. Some 

rsons have conjectured that William Burke 
advanced a part of the purchase-money. But 
if so, we only so far vary our question as to ask 
where did he get it? Assume it to be true, and 
it does not help us to a solution of the difficulty; 
for Edmund must have returned any such ad- 
vance forthwith, as William, it will appear here- 
after, was beggared and ruined within a twelve- 
month. Observe the facts. Here we have an Irish- 
man, who had no profession, whose avowed or 
known = at that time were few, placed 
under forty years of age on a social level with, 
perhaps higher than, his countryman Grattan, 
when the latter had accepted 50,000/. grant from 
Parliament in 1782. Tennahinch, though more 
picturesquely located, was not in itself so aristo- 
cratic a residence, nor requiring such outlay, as 
Gregories. In the whole history of political 
speculators we know of nothing like the prize 
drawn by Burke. He arrived in London an 
adventurer, not to use the term disrespectfully, 
with all the world before him where to choose. 


He was open for a Scotch professorship, — 
thought of the Bar, and entered himself at the 


Temple,—thought earnestly and long of emi- 
grating to America,—injured his health by hard 
study,— married early, and resided with his 
father-in-law,—eked out the small income re- 
— by literary drudgery,—compiled ‘ Annual 

egisters,’ abridged the History of England, 
wrote anonymously in the papers and the maga- 
zines. He then, by some accident unknown, got 
appointed Secretary to Gerard Hamilton, and 
was paid after the fashion of the day by a pen- 
sion of 300/. a year,—quarrelled with Hamilton, 
and threw up the pension in 1765, as bound in 
eonscienee to do. In 1765 he became Secre- 
tary to Rockingham, and held office for a twelve- 
month. In 1768 he bought Gregories!—and 
lived there ever after, in a style of wnosten- 
tatious but noble hospitality. 

Where could the money come from, even 
taking the lowest estimate? We strongly sus- 
= that there is something which has never 

en told on this subject. The explanations 
given by Mr. Prior, and by other writers on this 
point, do not at all clear up the mystery. The 
statement about ‘ 20,000/. from his family at 
Various times” is mere assertion. That his 
eldest brother (Garrett) was bred to his father’s 
profession of an attorney is a simple fact, which 
shows that the Burkes had no superfluous thou- 
sands to start the younger brother as an estated 
gentleman in ll ae It could not be from the 
Nagle family that he received these moneys, as 
the Nagles were far from being wealthy. 

The mysterious way in which “ William 
Burke” figures in the story of Edmund’s life 
we have already alluded to. Where he came 
from, and how he pushed his fortunes we know 
not. He glides early, silently, and mysteriously 
into the narrative,.and is at once friendly and 

iar with everybody,—co-operating with and 
¢o-partner in all the fortunes and speculations 





of the Burkes, as they were afterwards and 
generally called. All the correspondence of 
the period refers to “the Burkes” in a sin- 

lar manner. The position acquired by the 

urkes, even before their entrance into Par- 
liament, is also curious. They were on terms 
of confidential intercourse with the leaders of 
the aristocratic Whigs, and the tone of their 
whole correspondence is unlike that of mere 
pamphleteering allies. Their knowledge of ‘the 
town’’ in a larger setise than can be acquired 
by mere journalists, and their vigorous applica- 
tion to political business, along with the uncom- 
mon facility which they seem to have possessed 
of getting commercial knowledge, have always 
struck us as remarkable, when we remember 
how little root “the Irish interest” had then in 
England, and how difficult it was for Irishmen 
in their social grade to have pushed their way 
in the world of politics. 


Can this mystery ever be cleared up? We will 
not undertake to say that it can, asit is admitted, 
and indeed proved, that Burke shrouded his 
affairs in “secrecy ’’—for which, possibly, he had 
good reasons of his own. That the Burkes were 
desperate gamblers in India and other stocks is, 
we think, capable of proof. That Edmund was 
one of the party is not proved. Yet, when we 
remember the close intimacy which from first 
to last existed between them all,—‘‘ one home, 
one purse,”"—it would be strange if in this only 
instance they had divided interests. When Ed- 
mund abandoned his profession he must have 
looked to some means of livelihood, and he must 
have had more sense than to depend on the petty 
and precarious gains of literature. Referring to 
William Gerard Hamilton, the editors of the 
‘ Burke Correspondence’ say,—‘‘ He (Edmund 
Burke) had, in some way or other, connected 
himself with that gentleman in or about the 
year 1759.” Now, Hamilton, though a gentle- 
man of good private fortune, was almost as 
much a political adventurer as Burke himself, 
and the correspondence between them is kept 
up in a singular manner. The terms on which 
Burke entered into the service of Hamilton are 
not accurately known, and it is impossible to 
read the letters of Burke relating to their quar- 
rel without observing the peculiarity of tone in 
which their connexion is referred to. In writing 
to Hely Hutchinson and others, Burke refers 
to the “ministerial fortune,’’—and in another 
place to “the very great”’ fortune which Hamil- 
ton had made during the six years that Burke 
had been connected with him. At that parti- 
cular time there were facilities for official men 
and those connected with official men to realize 
vast sums of money by jobbing and gambling 
in the stocks, which scarcely now exist. It was 
not the salary, but the information of office 
which was then coveted by the speculators in 
politics. The fortunes then made by official 
men are matters of historical notoriety: and 
with our knowledge, we cannot help believing 
that, like other political and professional adven- 
turers, the Burkes had “a friend in the City,”’ 
and turned their knowledge to account. That 
Edmund Burke was deep in the mystery or ini- 
quity of stock-jobbing was asserted over and 
over again in the contemporary journals. We 
could give dozens of examples,—but one may 
serve. The following is extracted from a letter 
which appeared in the Public Advertiser, Octo- 
ber, 1771.— 


“He [Edmund Burke] is engaged in a scheme, 
or rather conspiracy, with the old fat eub S——, in 
buying up lands at the Grenades, in order by chicane 
and tricks to get the lands from the present legal 
possessors and proprietors. P. ll, Lord Holland’s 
man, and by his directions, assisted the brothers and 
their cousin, and the rest of the knot of knaves in 
their deep-laid schemes to raise the India-Stock. 





That is a history too well known to be entered into.” 
—‘ The brothers and their cousin’’—that is, 
Edmund and Richard, and William Burke ;— 
“the fat cub S——” may have been Stuart, 
Macleane’s Philadelphia partner, his intimate 
friend for life, and one who, on his own asser- 
tion, was seriously injured in fortune by Mac- 
leane’s speculations. Now, Macleane did bu 
“up land at the Grenades” to the extent, it 
was said, of two hundred thousand pounds— 
we refer to contemporary assertion for the 
amount: and Stuart and the Burkes may have 
been all joined in the speculation. We might 
fairly assume from the enormous amount said 
to have been invested, that the buying up these 
lands was a joint-stock affair; and it is reason- 
able to believe, that the friends who were sub- 
sequently engaged with him in gambling in 
India stock were co-partners in these land- 
gamblings :—we know, indeed, on the authority 
of his daughter, that General Monkton was 
associated with him. Why not the Burkes? 
Macleane, after effecting these purchases,— 
some for money, and “‘ a great many more”’ on 
credit,—returned to England in, as we believe, 
the autumn of 1763; and it may have been to 
look after the interests of Macleane, Monkton 
& Co. that Richard Burke went out to Gre- 
nada in 1764—whether as a Government officer 
or not,—and “the affair of magnitude,” the 
contested purchases, the disputed titles, which 
for so many years troubled the Burkes, may 
have originated in this first speculation, or may 
have grown out of it. 

But who was “ P—ll, Lord Holland’s man’’? 
Why, according to reasonable probability, 
Powell, the Cashier in the Paymaster-General’s 
office, who was some years later dismissed for 
what was called malpractices; and because, 
when summoned before the House of Commons 
to give information as to Lord Holland’s ac- 
counts, and the balance in his own hands, his 
evidence was evasive and unsatisfactory; and 
this, as the result proved, not merely to 
screen Lord Holland, but himself. We are 
stating the case from memory, but it will be 
found substantially correct. Now it is an 
astounding fact, that no sooner was Lord Rock- 
ingham in office in 1782, and Burke appointed 
Paymaster-General, than, in defiance of the open 
remonstrance of personal and political friends, 
Burke restored this man Powell to his former 
situation! Mr. Prior acknowledges that for 
this act Burke incurred oma censure; 
but adds, after the Prior fashion, “all was con- 
science and tendre herte.’’ It was an act, says 
Dr. Bisset, which exposed Burke to a great deal 
of detraction, and the Doctor honestly adds, that 
his conduct was open to objections, Burke not 
being infallible. Not a word have we from any 
of the biographers as to what there was in this 
case of Powell's to touch the fallibility of the 
infallible :—not a word tolink the past with the 
present, or to explain the assertions made a 
dozen years before that Powell was a co- 
operating party with ‘the knot of knaves,” 
“the brothers and their cousin,” in gambling 
transactions at the India House. 

In the West-end of London, amongst them- 
selves, in their homes and home affections, the 
Burkes were a singularly united family :—in 
the east they were what is, in City parlance, 
called “a long company,” and it would be diffi- 
cult to say when or where the ramifications 
ended. It would be strange, indeed, if “they 
were divided”’ only in stock-jobbing,—and that 
the one who did not job was the man who was 
enabled to buy Gregories and live there all 
his life in a style of generous hospitality. That 
William and Richard Burke gambled in the 
stocks to a frightful extent is beyond doubt,— 
that the noble patron and friend of the Burkes, 


. 
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Lord Verney, was a partner in these specula- 
tions is proved by his own admissions; Dyer 
and Macleane gambled on every Bourse in 
Europe; and the probabilities are that General 
Monkton (an acknowledged partner in the land 
speculations), was also co-partner in the stock- 
jobbing ;—for on the failure of the great brokers, 
De la Fontaine & Brymes, it appeared on a 
trial about a bill given by Monkton to Macleane, 
and discounted by these brokers, that they had 
on one occasion paid the General 3,000/. through 
Macleane; and on another, 10,0007. India stock 
by order of Macleane, through Hope & Co. of 
Amsterdam. 

All went on prosperously and pleasantly up 
to the spring of 1769. The Burkes, William 
and Edmund, were both in Parliament for Lord 
Verney’s boroughs. Edmund was pluming his 
feathers in the quiet luxuriance of ‘his new pur- 
chase at Beaconsfield; Dyer had offered himself 
for Director of the India Company; and Mac- 
leane, now M.P. for Arundel, lived in a style 
that startled his friends. Then came “a frost, 
a killing frost.” Here is a picture in little of 
the state of affairs in the summer of 1769. 

Though Edmund Barke had but just bought 
Gregories, he was rich enough to hold India 
stock,—and he held that stock when the extra- 
ordinary fall in price took place’ in 1769; and 
brought ruinupon hundreds, the Burkes amongst 
the number. We find that at a meeting at the 
East India House, on the Ist of June 1769, a 
letter was read, -signed by Lord Verney, Mr: 
E. Burke, and seven other proprietors, “‘request- 
ing, &c., that the directors, &c., would explain 
the causes of the prevailing rumours relating to 
affairs in India;’’"—and on the same day was 
issued an official circular from the directors, to 
the effect that ‘there was no real cause for the 
alarm.”’ From the same page of the same paper, 
it appears that India stock had fallen from 
276% to 240,—or 36% in three months. Mr. 
Prior says there is no evidence amongst Edmund 
Burke’s MSS. tending to show that he had 
gambled in the stocks. It was not likely there 
would be ; but this is a fact—that only an in- 
ference—that his friends Macleane and Dyer, 
and his brother Richard, and William Burke 
and Lord Verney did gamble in the stocks, 
and were at one and the, same time ruined by 
gambling in the stocks. 

The following are extracts from unpublished 
letters which we have ourselves seen, written 
by Charles Lloyd, private seeretary to Mr. 
George Grenville. The first is dated Ist of 
June, 1769.— 

“ Every one’s attention is engrossed by East India 
news. Near one million will be paid on Rescoun- 
ters by the 16th July. -Lauchlin Macleane, I hear, 
is absolutely ruined ; Lord Shelburne is very deep ; 
Lord Verney has paid 27 thousand on one bargain. 
The Burkes are likely to be great sufferers. Five per 
cent. is given for continuation till the next settling 
day. The stock was done at 233; yesterday and to- 
day before the opening of the Court at 223. The 
accounts laid before the proprietors were said to be 
very unfavourable; but the Sullivan party made so 
light of it, and were so very confident, that stock 
afterwards rose, and finished to-day at 250. Lord 
Holland is selling out all he has in the India stock.” 

On the 15th of July, Lloyd wrote again :— 

“India stock fell ten per cent. the day before 
yesterday. Yesterday it was done at 235. One 
broker who was to pay seventy thousand pounds dif- 
ferences is marched off, and will be followed by 
several more before Tuesday, the day of settling.” 

On the 25th of July :-— 

“Sir Lauretice Diindas has lost forty thousand 
pounds in the lateTndia scramble—Macleane, it is 
said, his all_the Burkes were very deep in it.” 

On the 4th of August, again as follows. — 

“Mr. Delafontairie, the great broker, has given up 
the names of the Burkes and Macleane, his employers 
in buying India for time. They very honourably 





refuse paying a shilling, and the two former have 
shifted it off on Richard Burke.” 

In a letter from Mr. Whately, one of the 
Secretaries to the Treasury when Mr. Grenville 
was Minister, to George Grenville, of 2nd of 
August, 1769, is the following ;—and Whately’s 
brother, be it remembered, was a City banker,— 
and the very caution about names shows that he 
spoke with authority.— 

“T find that on the opening of Mr. De la Fon- 
taine’s books, the names of the Burkes stand against 
very large sums. Richard Burke, 29,0001. stoek, 
upon which 10,7451. is the difference,—Richard 
Burke and S. Dyer, 13,0001. stock, upon which 
4,8701. is the difference, — Richard Burke and 
William Burke, 5,0001., upon which 1,9001, is the 
difference :—but it is said, that Lord Verney having 
a debt of 17,0007. on Mr. De la Fontaine for money 
actually lent him, he sets up that demand against 
these differences. Mr. M‘Leane’s differences are 
reported to be 27,0007., of which he offers to pay 
part and to give his bond to pay the rest contingently. 
Names on such oceasions ate not generally’ men- 
tioned: I only tell them to you.” 

Terrible issues are here foreshadowed, and 
but too truly. Macleane was ruined,—the 
learned, amiable, and indolent Dyer was ruined; 
he died in 1772, and, Hawkins says, “left not in 
money or effects sufficient to defray the expense 
of a decent funeral.” This mention of Dyer 
reminds us of an anecdote which has given rise 
to many conjectures,—but the facts we have 
stated seem to suggest a different interpreta- 
tion.— 

“A more remarkable circumstance [says Prior] 
was the intrusion, as it is said, of Mr. William Burke 
into his [Dyer’s} lodgings after his death, and cut- 
ting up a great variety of papers into the smallest 
possible shreds (there being no fire at that season of 
the year to burn them), which were thickly strewed 
all over the room, to the great surprise of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, one of the executors, who, entering soon 
after, and asking for an explanation, was informed, 
‘ They were of great importance to him (Mr. Burke), 
but of none to any other person.’”’ 

—Mr. Prior’s comment ought to be‘ there is 
no evidence amongst Dyer’s MSS. tending to 
show that he had gambled in the stocks.” 

The Burkes; Richard and William at least, 
never recovered the losses sustained on this occa- 
sion ; they struggled on, indeed, but itwasnomore 
than a struggle. Edmund, too, as could be shown, 
borrowed Jarge sums of money from personal 
friends; and, as admitted, was never afterwards 
free from debt. No wonder that “ poor Dick’’ 
with all his wit and his whim, was “‘ wrangling 
and grumbling” while bent double with the 
yoke of “the city, the city” upon his neck. 
Lord Verney, too, the friend and patron of the 
Burkes, was ruined—‘“the free and indepen- 
dent’ were transferred like other chattels, and, 
in 1774, William Burke lost the protection of 
Parliament, and Edmund was transferred to 
Malton. Judgments were now entered up in 
the King’s Bench, and “honest William” had, 
we fear, to fly the country, In a casual search 
made for another purpose, we stumbled on five 
of these sad judgments in one twelvemonth, and 
in one court—against William and Richard for 
1,500/.—against Richard for 72/. 12s. 6d.— 
against William for 1,760/., 2,677/. 10s, and 
1,616/. 13s.4d. There may have been dozens, 
for our notes were made carelessly and without 
a purpose. 

Painful moments these:—and William, the 
ex-M.P., not “fearing to roam”’ went off sud- 
denly, in 1777, to Madras, a messenger bear- 
ing despatches to Lord Pigot! Edmund, his 
whole: heart in every word of the letter, wrote 
recommending William to the protection of 
Philip Francis, then amongst the magnates in 
Calcutta.— 

“ Bring him home. with you at his ease, under the 





situation has been, and what things he might have 
surely kept, and infinitely increased, if ‘he had not 
had those ‘feelings which make a man worthy of 
fortune. Remember he asks those favours whi 
nothing but his sense of honour prevented his having 
it in his. power to bestow. Let Bengal protect, 
spirit and a reetitude which are no longer tole. 
rated in England.” 

— Brave words:— but the few facts known 
suggest a different comment. 

William, in a letter to’ Francis; spoke of hig 
position more plainly and simply.— 

“ The opportunity of coming with the despatches 
[he says] was so sudden, that I could avail myself of 
few recommendations. * * It looks almost ridicul 
in the serious state of my affairs, to, tell you si 
where I am, and,yet it is all I can do. * * ina 
if Bengal promised present and certain advantage, 
should not hesitate to take my part.” 

Thi, as he said subsequently, was the moment 
of his life when he stood most in need of comfort, 
But before the generous reply of Francis could 
reach Madras, William had started for England 
as agent to the Rajah of Tanjore. He returned 
to Madras in 1779— was appointed Deputy 
Paymaster-General of the forces—continued 
there until 1798, and died in England in 1798, 

The connexion of Lord Verney with the 
Burkes has ever béen a mystery :—he was thefr 
friend as well as patron. Whether anything 
we have said has tended to throw a light on 
the — we shall leave others to determine, 
It was for one of Lord Verney’s boroughs that 
William was returned to Parliament;—to the 
“generous and disinterested friendship” of 
Lord Verney Edmund, as acknowledged, was 
indebted for a seat in the House. e have 
seen in Lloyd's letter of June and Whately’s of 
a 1768, his er ae playing the generous 
and magnanimous. Subsequently, the exaet 
relations of these parties came to issue in the 
Courts of Equity. About 1777 or 1778 Lord 
Verney filed a bill in Chancery against Edmund 
Burke.— 

“It was alledged by Lord Verney, that Burke, 
his brother, and cousin, had been engaged with him 
in a stock-jobbing speculation, by which very great 
loss had been. incurred ; that Lord Verney was the 
ostensible man, and had been obliged to make out 
the engagements; that Edmund Burke being the 
only one of the rest, who had any property, Verney 
had applied to him to defray his share of the debt, 
On refusal, he filed a bill against him in Chancery, 
claiming Burke as his partner. Burke making 
affidavit that he was not, the matter was, of course, 
concluded in Burke's favour.” — Bisset’s Life. 

We cannot think that such conclusions ought 
to be “of course.” The “positive oath of a 
man of character,”’ says the biographer, “is 
certainly better evidence than vague rumour,” 
No doubt of it; but these charges were positively 
and solemnly preferred by Lord Verney, and 
supported by “rumour;” and Bisset admits that 
“a great clamour arose against Burke for clear- 
ing himself in this manner.” 

Here we are content to take our leave. We 
have studiously avoided all the polemical ques- 
tions associated with the publie conduct of Ed- 
mund Burke, and have directed attention only 
to the shadow and the darkness that obscure 
his private life and fortunes—‘his domestic 
life,”—and have said quite enough to show 
that there are mysteries which his Piographers 
were bound to clear up. Burke was a literary 
adventurer so late as 1758, when he projected 
the ‘Annual Register,’ and undertook to write 
and compile the volume for an annual 100/. 
Within four or five years we find him, after 
his noble nature, the generous patron of indi- 
gent genius. With a munificence quite princely, 

e and William Burke sent Barry, as their 


pensioner, to Italy to pursue his studies; and 
Edmund became distinguished for his pecuniary 
protection of your opulence. You know what his | liberality to Irish kith and kin and friends gene- 
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rally. Early in 1768, he had purchased Gre- 
ories mansion and estate. and collections of 
statues and paintings—lived thenceforth as a 
country gen n, with an occasional town re- 
sidence—kept carriages, servants, and the best 
company, with a:weleeme for all distinguished 
persons, countrymen or foreigners; is, or was, 
remembered in’ the: neighbourhood, says «Mr. 
Jesse, for driving out with *‘ four black ‘horses 
to his carriage :"’+~-and his widow: sold: the’ re- 
version of Gregories—for. thousands, therefore, 
under its actual value—for 38,0007. Surely 
we have a right to expect some. explanation 
of these circumstances from ‘his biographers; 
and it rather whets the appetite than satisfies 
it, to talk of “the secrecy in which Burke kept 
his affairs.” Hf, as one of these gentlemen 


ingenuously corifesses, ‘personal and domestic 
circumstances impart the only true knowledge 
of character,” there has been hitherto a terrible 
neglect of duty in respect to Edmund Burke. 





A CENTURY OF BOOKS OF VERSE. 

In these days of monster gatherings and fes- 
tivals none of our December public will feel 
surprised to hear that we have upwards of a 
hundred players and singers waiting to come in 
and do thes best,in edification of such Christ- 
mas folk as are willing to listen to their cunning. 
There isno marshalling of sueh a crowd accord- 
ing to the book of Precedence. Hardly is, it 
possible, even, to arrange so large and. parti- 
coloured a company in groups devotional, 
didactic, fantastic; dramatic, and; mystic. The 
most, indeed, that can be done, is to throw open 
the doors, to announce the guests, leaving each 
to find his own public with the fewest inter- 
posing words :—since who would have patience 
to listen to the wisest of theorists on Poetry, 
when such an assemblage of various practi- 
tioners was on the threshold? 

The Christiad, by Thomas Hawkins, which 
comes first to hand, is possibly one of the most 
ambitious of the company :—being a blank-verse 
epie, in nine parts, with the same title and sub- 
ject as poor Kirke White’s unfinished poem,— 
the solemn theme of which may'be implied ‘by 
the solemn close of the argument to the last 
book. Here, according to Mr. Hawkins,— 
“celebrating Faith in his devoutest strains, blessing 
Religion and’ invoking Charity; calling upon his 
country as a glorious Hope, and offering himself up 
again to divine Mercy, out Poet then resigns his harp, 
anticipating the song of Moses and the Lamb with 
the redeemed in Heaven.” 

Ahab, the Apostate, by Peter Leicester, is also 
am epic, in- blank verse, in eight books, on one 
of the most gorgeous and striking passages of 
the Old Testament: Do those who’ take up 
such themes sufficiently recollect the language 
and the poetry with which their essays must, 
inevitably, be compared? 

Poems, by the Rev. Claude Magnay, are a 
collection of grave verses in which the mood 
aimed at is sometimes ‘xsthetic, fantastic, 
or contemplative — as in ‘ Taste,’ where a 
garden is laid out in the style of the Macaronic 
poets, and as in ‘ Old Paths,’ where the delicate 
subject of Church decoration is discussed — 
semetimes earnest, ‘as in ‘The Fall,’ which 
begins with the following line:— 

The subtle serpent glozed from out the tree. 
—Besides these we have’ domestic poems, and- 
avode on the death of “ the Duke.""—Dioramic 
Sketches, Ancient and Modern, are the produc- 
ton of one whose aim seems ‘to be, like John- 
son's ‘ Observation,’ to 

—survey mankind from China to Peru, 
and who girdles the earth with a round of frag- 
ments in heroic verse. 

More unpretending in tone, taste, and subject 

the above, is The Bridesmaid; Count 





Stephen, and other Poems, by Mary C. Hume, 
—the gentle writer of which introduces her 
volume by a sonnet, dedicatory of her work, to 
the well-known financial reformer. Miss Hume’s 
themes are delicate, romantic, and devotional ; 
and her verse is smooth. — In Mr. James 
Cochrane’s Sonnets, the model may have been 
Wordsworth :—though Mr. Cochrane’s defence 
of the sonnet, which opens his volume, with 


The sonnet is the cherished rose de Meaux 
Of poesy, 


can hardly fail to recall the Bard of Rydal’s 
eg upon the same argument. Some of 

r. Cochrane’s sonnets, suggested by recollec- 
tions of a tour, are more natural and less 
Arcadian than thelines just quoted. The ‘ Mis- 
cellaneous Poems’ which follow are slighter. 

Christmas at the Hall, the Hero’s Grave, 

Night Musings, and other Poems, by J.T. 
Terrington, is a volume by one of those local 
minstrels, the story of whose works, if properly 
told by one sympathizing with his subject, 
would make so interesting a chapter in the 
provincial history of England. The principal 
composition in our .author’s miscellany is, 
like ‘The Queen’s Wake,’ a poem made up: of 
many poems.—To those round the hearth, who 
desire a romance concerning ‘a Spanish 
Lady”’ sung in the measures which Scott made 
popular, Mr. Jones appeals with Blanche de 
Bourbon.—Ernest de Vere, by John, Quinlan, 
is.an Irish romance in the Byronian metres, 
containing, says its romancer, 
“the earlier portion of the history of one who, sur- 
rounded at a youthful age by immense difficulties, 
fell a victim partly to ancestral extravagance, partly 
to the social convulsions of his day, and partly to 
the impulses which swayed his own impassioned 
nature.” 

Though in his Preface to Ballads from 
Herodotus, with an Introductory Poem, Mr. 
J. E. Bode, M.A. ‘especially declines to place 
his Ballads in competition with Mr. Macaulay’s 
Lays,”’ many will fancy with us that out earlier 
poet of Roman deeds showed the new-comer his 
way to the Greek shrines of legend. Some of 
the verses, we perceive, have already appeared 
in Blackwood’s Magazine.—The Battle of Has- 
tings, and other Poems, by Sydney Hodges, is a 
more direct imitation of Mr. Macaulay’s manner, 
which possibly its author’s self would be the last 
to disclaim,— but the miscellaneous verses show 
a taste, fancy, and feeling to which no model 
can be assigned. Save for the jostling of the 
crowd here to be marshalled, we might linger 
among them. 

The author of The World, in three cantos, a 
poem in the older style of Campbell, Cowper, 
and Rogers, assures us in his preface that neither 
“fame” nor profit is his object, but that he 
writes “‘ to effect some little good,” and refers 
the reader “principally to the last canto,” 
which speaks in a high strain of prophetic hope 
regarding the deeds and deliverances of the 
“movement party” in Europe. While such 
stirring interests agitate poets and thinkers, 
in the midst of their Christmas gatherings,—it is 
curious, suggestive, and pleasant to see that 
there are still quiet folk who can sit apart in 
faéry lands, to which neither wars nor rumours 
of wars penetrate. This, the fact of Metastasio’s 
‘ Death of Abel’ being rendered at our time of 
day, peacefully attests:—and though the trans- 
lator, Mr. Moorat, in his Miscellaneous Trans- 
lations, touches names and fames of more recent 


_interest,—having also, in his volume, included 


versions from the odes’ and musings of M. de 
Lamartine,—the subjects of \his labour belong 
to the distant walks and the deep worlds’ of 
Poetry, and not to the turmoils of the hour. 
Together with such an exercise of leisure (it 


‘would be ‘superfluous to expatiate on the diffe- 


rent amount of scholarship implied in the task) 





may be named The Birth of the War-God: a 
Poem, by Kalidasa, translated from the Sanskrit 
into English verse by Ralph T. H. Griffith, 
M.A.,—the more deliberate consideration of 
which is hereby respectfully referred to a jury 
of Oriental scholars. 


The Christian Sabbath, the Way of Life, and 
other Poems, by Joshua Russell, brings us back 
to devotional themes, under the guidance of a 
minstrel who rides, like Mr. Tennyson’s Abbot, 
on “an ambling pad,” through the mists of 
antiquity and the mysteries of Revelation,— 
how comfortably, will be seen by the two verses 
which open his poem on the latter momentous 
subject,— 


When patriarchs lived in field and tent, 
With goats and camels busy, 

Wandering where streams their courses bent, 
Or climbing mountains dizzy, 


God showed himself in different ways, 
The bush continued burning, 

And Moses stood in deep amaze, 
Jehovah's presence ing. 

It would be no Christmas deserving the name 
if, with the poets, did not come the players:— 
and some of these (a noticeable sign of the times) 
come from over the Atlantic. Mr. Gilmore 
Simms, author of ‘The Yemassee,’ in Norman 
Maurice; or, the Man of the People, exhibits 
modern life in Walnut Street, Philadelphia, 
afterwards in Missouri,—done, like the life of 
‘The Hunchback’ and of ‘The Patrician’s 
Daughter,’ in blank verse.—Mr. John Henry 
Keane, in his five-act tragedy of Pyracmon (the 
scene laid at Delphi), and Mr, C. H. Williams, 
in his five-act tragedy of Sesostris (the scene 
‘‘laid in and about Thebes’’), return to more 
antique wells of inspiration.— With regard to 
subjects like the last, however, we cannot help, 
in all kindness, repeating (with a difference) the 
suggestion that we offered above in regard to 
themes of Scripture. Is it a slight task for a 
modern verse-maker—for a modern poet, even 
—to draw a bow on the heights of inspiration 
where Pindar was lord? ould it be discreet 
in an architect belonging to these stucco days of 
ours, to set up the best Pointed structure which 
his wit and science could raise ‘in the shadow 
of the Pyramid’’?

Foremost among year books—both as a manual 
of facts for daily use and as a repository of original 
reports and speculations on the events of the time, 
—is the British Almanae projected by Mr. Charles 
Knight and carried on under his direction. Other 
almanacs have special features—address them- 
selves to particular classes—advertise certain bodies 
—or sustain special interests or opinions—political, 
religious, or commercial ; but the British Almanac 
is as wide in its appeal as in its name. It aspires. 
to be the companion of all opinions—to supply 
useful information to every side—to become the 
ready monitor, remembrancer and ehronicler of 
everybody. Its tabular matter is, as usual, ample 
and minute :—containing the whole acta of the 
past year. The department of original contribu- 
tions consists of eight elaborate—and for the most 
part, able—papers. We notice in particular, the 
articles on ‘A Decimal Coinage,’ on the ‘ Census of 
Great Britain in 1851,’ and the ‘Industrial and 
Commercial Prospects of Ireland.’ 

The Family Friend Almanac appears to be ad- 
dressed to housewives and cottagers—it smacks of 
the farm-yard and smells of the kitchen. Much 
space is given in it to gardening and to the acces- 
sories of gardening. It isno comfort to those 
who watch with some anxiety and hope the pro- 
gress of popular tastes to see the growing demand 
for information .of this kind.— Besides the ‘Family 
Friend,’ we have The Gardener's and. Naturalist's 
Almanac devoted exclusively to such, to very 
pretty little work, edited by Mr. Joseph Harrison, 
and nicely illustrated.—7he Angler’s Almanac and 
Pocket-book is another class book, full of matters 
interesting to the partizans of rod and line.—Rees's 
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Improved Diary and Almanac seeks an element of 
originality in the amount of ruled and lettered 
space appropriated to the current memoranda of 
the day—thus combining the attractions of an 
almanac with those of a pocket-book. 

The Band of Hope Almanac is an attempt to 
place in the homes of the working classes a daily 
monitor in behalf of peace, cleanliness, temperance 
and industry. The idea is good,—and it is worked 
out in picture and precept, in a manner supposed 
to be effective, ona oat sheet for kitchen wall.— 
The Messrs. Vacher’s Parliament Almanac is also 
printed on a broad sheet for easy reference. The 
reason for its being called, of all names in the dic- 
tionary, the ‘Parliament Almanac’ is not very 
apparent; the chief distinction, so far as we per- 
ceive, between this and most other works of the 
same class, being—that this almanac does not give 
a list of the Members of either House of the British 
Parliament ! 

The Lady's Almanac, of course addressing its 
readers of a particular sex, makes itself busy with 
matters and manners to which the less dainty sex 
is supposed to be ungraciously indifferent—eti- 
quettes of various kinds — mirrors — dances— 
fashions, whether in book, boddice, or intermediate 
plaything—needle-work, hair-plaiting, and the like. 
The literature of ‘‘the months” is contributed. by 
Mr. Thomas Miller; being a fanciful parallel be- 
tween the progress of the year and the progress of 
woman’s life. 

The Lancashire Almanac has a special use and 
interest for the county in which it is published. 
It contains a map of Lancashire, tide-tables cal- 
culated for the ports and harbours on its coast, and 
a variety of other local information.—Zhe Art- 
Union of London Almanac recommends itself by 
its list of agents, and its summaries of the society’s 
doings, or misdoings, in matters artistic. This 
Almanac we have in two shapes,—one a book for 
the waistcoat-pocket, the other a sheet for hanging 
on a wall.—Gilk’s Pictorial Almanac finds its at- 
traction in an ornamental border, the illustrations 


being scenes from various parts of England and 
Wales.

Elements of Psychology. Part I. By J. D. 
Morell, A.M.—Taken with limitations, this work 
may be considered as a not unworthy contribution 
to the science of mind. As an exposition of the 
present condition of mental philosophy, and an in- 
dication of its probable future, it is not unlikely to 
be of service. Whether Mr. Morell is destined to 
be had in remembrance by future ages as the ori- 
ginator of a new system, the founder of a new 
school, or the hero of a new epoch in the history 
of this science, is more than we should like to as- 
sert ; but he unquestionably deserves credit for the 
clearness with which in a small space he has traced 
out the past course and present aspect of the study. 
He appears to have read extensively, to be con- 
versant with the speculations of eminent philo- 
sophers, both ancient and modern, especially those 
of the recent German and French schools—and to 
have formed a pretty correct estimate of the 
distinctive character and general bearings of 
each philosophical system that has obtained any 
acceptance, 

The Dietetics of the Soul. By Ernest von Feuch- 
tersleben, M.D.—A readable translation of a work 
which has gone through seven editions in Germany. 

Maud: a City Autobiography. 3 vols.—< La 
femme incomprise” (which we have heard freely 
translated as ‘‘ the female not found out”), after 
having been laughed at by Cecil, in Mrs. Gore’s 
novel,—has of late come to great honourand glory 
at the hands of several female novelists. But the 
apotheosis reaches its height in this ‘City Autobio- 
graphy,’—in which Maud Fleetwood, a citizen’s 
daughter, is her own portrait-painter and her own 
praiser. She was a superior, silent child, she says— 
and because of her superiority and silence, and 
bursts of genius, she was thought stern, sullen 
stupid. After very nearly breaking her heart in 
search of sympathy, she found it (asshe thought) in a 
youth who read German with her ; but.he was called 
away,—and when they met again, her beautiful 
sister Cicely had come home from school, and: some 


misunderstanding conspiring to help on matters, 
Mark made love to Cicely (who was a sad flirt), 
and was accepted. On Mark’s announcing this to 
Maud, Maud had a fit ; on which Mark said to 
her, ‘‘ Why, you must be in love with me ;” and 
Maud said, ‘‘ Yes,” and forthwith began an ora- 
tion on the matter, which nrust have been rather 
puzzling and inconvenient to Cicely’s bridegroom 
elect. Of course, Mark does not at last marry 
Cicely ; but the scene in which Cicely lets him go, 
and Maud gets him back, equals, in the upright 
and downright statement of motives, feelings, 
and passions, the one indicated. Towards the 
close of the tale Maud gets so many lovers, that 
we hepe her example will not tempt City young 
ladies to take up the ‘‘ misunderstood” line, in the 
hope of its proving a safe investment. Briefly, 
the tale, though not without talent, is over- 
strained ta monstrosity. 

John ; or, Is a Cousin in the Hand worth two 
Counts in the Bush? By Emilie Carlen. 2 vols.— 
This, as compared with ‘ Maud,’ is an innocent 
draught of orgeat after a dose of port wine and 
cayenne, Swedish maidens, it seems, desire to 
be married as vehemently as damsels of Cockayne, 
—only, they content themselves with looking 
pretty, and not mentioning the desire. Madame 
Carlen’s new tale is much in the style of a 
German sentimental comedy. The heroine, who 
is poor and romantic, the daughter of a san- 
guine mother, comes up with that mother to 
Stockholm to seek her fortune (in which scheme, 
marriage with some nobleman forms a part). She 
is there destined by a prudent and provident rich 
relation for a certain cousin John of hers, who is 
a tradesman ; but Blenda, who, on her journey, 
has fallen in with a delightful Romeo, the very hero 
of her dreams, and noble (she thinks) to boot,— 
loathes the tradesman, and spurns the idea of such 
wedlock, without even seeing the suitor. Time goes 
on. The friend, met in so romantic a fashion, ap- 
pears, re-appears, and entirely captivates the girl 
by his noble and generons contrast with all the 
other men whom her prettiness attracts. This is, 
of course, ‘‘ Cousin John,” the tradesman, who 
has been in masquerade. How pretty would Life 
be, if its doubts and trials ended thus !—but such 
is the life dear to the makers of comedies and to 
the young heroines of sentimental novels,—and 
the tale is too comfortable to displease any one.

CLASSICAL AND EDUCATIONAL BOOKS, 

Selections from Cicero, Part V. Cato Major, 
sive de Senectute Dialogus. Explained by J. Som- 
merbrodt. Translated from the German by the 
Rev. H. Browne, M.A.—A German edition of a 
well-known classical work, adapted to English us, 
In the construction of his text and the composition 
of his commentary, the editor has freely availed 
himself of the assistance afforded by Madvig, 
Klotz, and Tischer. The commentary has been 
since greatly enlarged by the introduction of addi- 
tional matter from other sources. With the Intro- 
duction—which contains some judicious observa- 
tions on the life, character, and works of Cicero— 
it forms as complete an apparatus for the interpre- 
tation of the text as ordinary students are likely 
to want. 

A Literal Translation of the Works of Virgil, 
comprising the Ecloques, Georgics, and dineid, into 
English Prose. By G. B. Wheeler, A.B.—Mr. 
Wheeler having, some years ago, revised the proof- 
sheets of an edition of Davidson’s translation of 
Virgil fora publisher, on condition of strict secresy, 
was afterwards, it seems, not a little annoyed to 
find it advertised by another publisher as his 
work, because of “the manifest injury inflicted on” 
his ‘literary character.” We really think his un- 
easiness on this score was much greater than the 
circumstances of the case warranted ; for, com- 
paring his present production with Davidson’s,—as 
far as our recollection enables us,—we see nothing 
in it to justify him in assuming such airs of supe- 
riority. At all events, if Davidson’s translation is 
much inferior to Wheeler's, it must be worth very 
little. Onasingle page, we find such expressions 
as follow,—“ But myself, then first, fell horror 
stood around.”— ‘‘ At this instant I was alone, 
when I detect the daughter of Tyndarus.”—“ The 
clear flames give light to me wandering, and every 
where directing my eyes upon every object.” To 
call this ‘‘ English prose” is too bad. 

Hellenica ; or, a History of Greece in Grek, 
beginning with the Invasion of Xerzes, as related by 
Diodorus and Thucydides. Edited by J. Wright, 
M.A.—The lack of Greek reading sufficiently easy 
for those who are only just commencing the study 
of the language, and at the same time sufficiently 
classical to form their taste, is often felt to be an 
inconvenience. In point of Attic purity of style, 
Xenophon is all that could be wished, but the 
matter is not always interesting enough to engage 
the attention. With a view to extend the range 
of choice, Mr. Wright has prepared a history of 
Greece, from the invasion of Xerxes, composed 0 
extracts from Diodorus Siculus and Thucydides 
Though the style of the former writer is occasionally 
unclassical, yet it is corrected in the Notes; 
the events narrated possess an interest sufficient, 
with the simplicity of his language, to render him 
a fit author for the object in view. The extracts 
in this volume from Thucydides form a complete 
episode on the history of Athens from the Persiat 
to the Peloponnesian War, written in a style quite 
easy enough for translation at the beginning of § 





course of Greek reading. Mr. Wright has greatly 
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increased the practical worth of the volume by the 
excellent grammatical notes which he hasappended, 
rincipally from ‘ Rost’s Greek Grammar,’ together 
with historical information bearing on the subject 
discussion. 
oo Evperdec. — Aicyvdrov ‘Ineridec. 
Edited by F. A. Paley.—Nearly ten years have 
elapsed since Mr. Paley made his first appearance 
as an editor of AEschylus. Since that time several 
valuable accessions to classical literature have been 
made both in this country and by German scholars. 
These additional resources, together with further re- 
flection, have led Mr. Paley to the very natural con- 
clusion that his earlier efforts admitted of many 
improvements. Accordingly, he has revised what 
he had formerly done, and the results of this re- 
yision appear in the two works now under con- 
sideration. Some of the opinions previously ad- 
yanced, not commending themselves to his more 
matured and enlightened judgment, have been 
abandoned. Principles which he then acted on 
without limitation or reserve in settling the value 
of readings, are now restricted and modified in 
their application, according to circumstances. An 
attempt has been made to prune useless excres- 
cences and curtail unnecessary prolixity. 

The Idylls of Theocritus, Bion, and Moschus, 
and the War-Songs of Tyrtceus. Literally trans- 
lated by the Rev. J. Banks, M.A.; with Metrical 
Versions by J. M. Chapman, M.A.—A useful 
help to those who wish to make acquaintance with 
the Doric poets. The prose translationis literal with- 
out being un-English, the numerous notes abound 
with useful explanation and illustrative passages 
from other writers, and the metrical versions by 
Chapman form an admirable climax to the whole. 
No small amount of labour has been expended on 
the preparation of the work, the best texts have 
been consulted, and good use has been made of the 
works of previous translators. Excellent biogra- 
graphical accounts of the poets are given at the 
commencement. 

Latine Grammatice Rudimenta : extracted from 
the complete Latin Grammar, with additional Notes 
for the Use of Beginners. By J. W. Donaldson, D.D. 
—Dr. Donaldson claims for this, as well as for the 
longer work of which it is an abridgment, the 
merits of originality, accuracy in details, and a 
scientific exhibition of principles. His division of 
nouns and verbs into two great classes, according 
as their stems end in a vowel or in a consonant, 
though not peculiar to him, is undoubtedly scien- 
tific; and we freely recognize a similar characteristic 
in his etymologies and in the general arrangement 
of his materials throughout. In his aim at com- 
prehending all the rules of syntax under as few 
ample principles as possible, instead of placing 
them before the pupil in an arbitrary and uncon- 
nected form, he has our full sympathy. We are 
also glad to find him insisting on the necessity of 
some acquaintance with the first principles of logic 
48s preliminary to a proper understanding of gram- 
mar. At the same time, we could have wished for 
more simplicity of language in the enunciation of 
syntactical rules,—especially considering that the 
book is intended for beginners. The metrical lines 
in which matters that require to be constantly re- 
membered are occasionally wrapped up, are likely 
to be of great practical use. As a correct and 

ilosophical exposition of the primary elements of 

tin grammar Dr. Donaldson’s little work de- 
serves to be highly esteemed. 

Longer Exercises in Latin Prose Composition, 
chigly translated from the Writings of Modern 
latinists ; with an Introduction and Notes. By 
J. W. Donaldson, D.D.—It is usual for teachers 
torecommend their pupils who aim at writing good 

tin prose to study Cicero, Livy, or Sallust as 
their chief, if not their sole models—to read them, 
Write translations and re-translations of them, and 
‘mmit portions of them to memory at stated 
Periods. The student is told that, if he will only 
to this—carefully noting down any peculiarities of 

or remarkable turns of expression which 
Strike his attention—he may safely calculate on 
Mceess, Dr. Donaldson, on the contrary, main- 
tains that, after all this has been done, some- 
more is necessary. The object, as he ob- 


to produce a slavish imitation of the authors of the 
Augustan period, but rather to acquire facility in 
the use of their language as modified by succeeding 
generations of scholars to meet the wants of a dif- 
ferent age. Hence he must study modern as well 
as classical Latin writers. It is this kind of study 
that the present work is intended to promote. 
Selections from the writings of the best modern 
Latinists have been translated into English in a 
style well adapted for re-translation into Latin,— 
and valuable assistance is afforded in the Introduc- 
tion and notes. The Introduction abounds in use- 
ful observations, but is unfortunately disfigured by 
ebullitions of feeling altogether out of place in a 
work of this nature. It is much to be regretted 


as he does of other scholars, who, however glaring 
their errors may appear when submitted to the 
magnifying power of unfriendly criticism, are at 
least entitled to common civility, especially at his 
hands,—from the relation in which he formerly 
stood to them, if for no other reason. 

An Introductory Treatise on Menswration, in 
Theory and Practice. By J. R. Young.—The 
ordinary faults of books on mensuration are here 
avoided. Instead of a bare collection of rules for 


demonstration of every one that requires or admits 
of it. Some of these proofs presuppose a consider- 
able amount of algebraical knowledge in the reader. 
Weagree with Mr. Young in the opinion that pupils 
should possess some familiarity with algebra and 
geometry, if not trigonometry, before they enter 
on the study of mensuration: and that ‘‘a weary 
and mechanical drudgery would thus be converted 
into an agreeable as well as a profitable intellectual 
exercise.” Another recommendation of Mr. Young’s 
‘Mensuration’ is, thatit containsnumerous examples 
worked out according to the best methods, thus 
supplying useful illustrations of arithmetic. It 
also gives a sufficient explanation of the principles 
of trigonometry and legarithms to enable the 


the methods employed. The last section on the 
application of mensuration to carpenters’, brick- 
layers’ and other kinds of work, railway cuttings 
and embankments, and gauging, is likely to be of 
great use. So also are the tables of the logarithms 
of numbers from 1 to 10,000, and of natural sines 
and tangents, all calculated to five places of 
decimals,

miralty despatched supplies of provisions and stores 
this summer to Beechy Island for the express pur- 

of enabling Sir Edward Belcher to complete 
the search for the missing Expedition, and it would 
be premature to regard our exertions as concluded 
until we hear of the result of Sir Edward Bel- 
cher’s enterprise. 

The evenings named for the Soirées at the London 
Institution are Dec. 21st, Jan. 18th, Feb. 15, 
March 15, and April 19th. On the first of these 
evenings:Captain Inglefield will give an account of 
his late Expedition to the Arctic seas, and of the 
discoveries made by Captain M‘Clure and Sir E. 
Belcher ; with remarks on the search for Sir John 
Franklin and the fate of the missing Expedition.— 
We understand that the Society of Arts will hold 
during the Christmas recess an Exhibition of Recent 
Specimens of ‘Chromo-Lithography and Colour 
Printing, when it is intended to show, for the first 
time in public, the large number of specimens of 
Natural Printing which have been received from 
Vienna. The Exhibition will be opened on Thurs- 
day, the 29th inst., and will remain open about a 
fortnight. 

The idea of a Dargan Testimonial begins to as- 
sume definite shape. A school, a gallery of art, 
a museum of industrial products—a public statue, a 
series of scholarships, academic prizes, an asylum— 
all these, and many more, suggestions have been 
made, considered in committee, and rejected. A 

ublic statue would have been distasteful to Mr. 
Gaon. An asylum, however good in itself, was 
not an appropriate monument of sucha work as was 
here to be commemorated. Prizes and scholarships 
were open to many objections. A school of industry 
had stronger pretensions than any of the foregoing : 
—but then it was remembered that a considerable 
provision is already made for industrial teaching in 
the various schools, colleges, and public societies of 
town and country. On the other hand, Ireland is 
exceedingly poor in galleries of art and museums of 
industry. As we had very lately an occasion to 
point out, Dublin is perhaps the only metropolitan 
city in Europe having no free public collection of 
pictures and statuary,—and we have reason to be- 
lieve that Ireland is throughout similarly poor in 
such matters. This consideration determined the 
committee to recommend the appropriation of the 
Dargan Fund:to the erection of a public gallery for 
the exhibition-of works of art and industry—to be 
called the Dargan Institute. 

From Berlin it is stated that the Government has 
purchased, for 35,000 thalers (about 5,250/.) the 
celebrated -collection of fossils and minerals, and 
the library, left by the late Louis de Buch, A 
Cabinet-order directs that these collections shall go 
to enrich the Berlin Museum of Natural History : 
—to which shall be added also such of the books as 
Telate to the natural sciences. The rest of M. de 
sy books are to pass to the Royal Library of 

Tlin.

moral, the social, the commercial and the political 
interests of the United Kingdom.” Umpires were 
named ; and, as now appears, thirty-one persons 
severally entered the lists and devoted themselves 
to the chances of winning the race. A Mr. Henry 
Dunckley, a Baptist preacher in Salford, has won 
—a Mr. James Grant coming in for the second 
place and 501. Of coyrse these papers will be 
published by-and-bye, and every reader whose 
curiosity in such matters is not yet worn out will 
then be able to judge for himself whether the 
common gift of an obstinate mediocrity has or has 
not again carried off the laurel. But we will even 
now ask the practical and clear-brained men of 
Manchester to look for one moment at the morals 
of the system which they have here adopted. The 
commercial view we now put out of question—the 
fact which results from nearly all experience, that 
the donors of literary prizes never get in return 
the worth of their money and their trouble— 
though it is odd enough that such a circumstance 
should have failed to win attention in the ante- 
rooms of the Free-trade Hall. Here are thirty- 
one persons, of some culture we must presume, 
tempted by the hope of winning the golden prize 
to devote time, thought, labour, health, to a task 
for which twenty-nine cannot by the very condi- 
tions of the case, receive one farthing. 0 can 
tell us how much mental excitement—how pro- 
longed a moral suspense—how wide and deep a 
waste of power—how complicated a neglect of 
pressing duties—have gone to the composition of 
those twenty-nine rejected volumes? Who will 
paint to us the inflamed hopes—the false estimates 
—the feverish spirits—in the midst of which they 
were conceived, carried on, completed? We are 
aware it may be said that the donors of such 
prizes do not force their victims to undergo these 
labours, to endure these anxieties. True :—it is 
their own act. But is there no sin in putting 
temptation in the way of men disposed by the very 
exaltations of the literary temperament to over- 
excitement? Is there no wrong in seducing thirty 
men into doing work for which it is not proposed 
to pay? Is there no mischief in attracting young 
persons from their social duties into a new and for 
them profitless sphere of activity—exciting in their 
minds the gambler’s spirit, his Beg his fears, his 
fitful, irritable, feverish life? Let it be understood 
once again, that these temptations only reach the 
young, the idle, the unknown. Men who know 
their subjects and can write on them, need not, 
and do not compete for prizes. They know their 
own value :—they do not ask for these irregular 
patrons. What, then, is gained at the price of all 
the error committed on one side and the mis- 
chief made on the other? Trash: consummate 
mediocrity. It is doubtful if the best of the bad 
ever yet gained a prize. In the contest of medio- 
crities—the arch-mediocrity naturally carries off 
the purse.—At the price usually paid for this 
absurd result, a commission given to a known writer 
—given, asa commission would be given, toa known 
sculptor if a statue were the thing desired, or to a 
painter of repute if it were a portrait or a picture 
—would very probably have produced a good book, 
exhausting the topic—telling the story with effect 
—or suggesting remedies based on experience and 
reflection.

Astatic.— Dec. 8.—Sir George Staunton, Bart., 
in the chair.—Lieut.-Col. F. Abbott,C.B., N.B. E. 
Baillie, S. S. Dickinson, T. G. Hough, and Ben- 
jamin Hutt, Esqrs., were elected into the Society. 
—Dr. James Bird read to the meeting a paper on 
the Contents of the Tazkirat-ul-Mulk, a Persian 
work by Ruffi-ud-din Sherazi ; with some account 
of the author, who occupied a very distinguished 
station in the service of Ali Adil Shah, King of 
Bijapur, up to the time of his death, which hap- 
pened subsequently to the year A.D, 1636, when 
he had attained a very advanced age. His work is 
one of the few Mohammedan histories which con- 
tain a personal narrative of the author's own times ; 
is highly interesting, and supplies materials for 
filling up the annals of the-once great me my of 
the Dekhan. Though it professes to be only a co- 
temporary history of the dynasties of the Dekhan, 
its value is enhanced by a,sketch of their previous 
history, and by occasional notices of other king- 
doms then flourishing. The author commenced the 
compilation of his work in his 17th year,—just one 
year previous to the time when Ferishta completed 





his well-known general History of India. He was 
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also author of a Diwan, or book of poems, of con- 
siderable merit. This important historical work is 
but little known, and Dr. Bird’s copy was made 
from the only one that has yet been discovered.— 
The Assistant Secretary read portions of letters, 
received during the recess, from Col. Rawlinson, 
—giving some notice of the results of his labours 
during the past few months. Among other mat- 
ters of interest, the Colonel gave some details of 
the early chronology of the Assyrian empire, which 
he felt satisfied must have been originally one with 
that of Babylonia ; that, in fact, Assyria was a pro- 
vince of Babylonia until about the 13th century 
B.c., when the northern division threw off the yoke 
of Babylon, and became the paramount country,— 
first at Kila Shergat, and afterwards at Nineveh, 
reducing Babylonia in its turn to the provincial 
rank. in the early periods, Assyria was governed 
by Satraps from Babylonia, who were called patis,— 
aname singularly resembling the Zend and Sanscrit 
words signifying lord, or master. Six of these 
Satraps had been found commemorated on three 
different bricks,—a pair on each, in the relation 
of father and son; but as there was no con- 
nexion between the inscriptions, no judgment 
could be arrived at as to priority of time. The 
Colonel has also found a large number of royal 
names of the same period from the southern divi- 
sion of the Empire ; and among them some desig- 
nated as “ Patis of Assyria,” in addition to their 
royal titles. He had also worked hard at the terra- 
cotta Syllabaria, of which he had in his possession 
an immense number, in fragments. From them he 
had made out a list of some hundreds of monograms, 
with their explanations, phonetic readings, and 
varieties of signification. One tablet contained a 
list of birds which might not be eaten, in the 
manner of the Scripture prohibitions ; another, a 
list of the gods worshipped in the Empire, with the 
names of the cities and temples where the devotions 
were performed. He was convinced that a very 
long period must elapse before the reading of these 
numerous lists of monograms could be satisfactorily 
completed ; and, until then, it was in vain to en- 
deavour to give a perfect transcript of the in- 
scriptions before us in any phonetic alphabet. The 
Colonel mentioned in one of his letters the dis- 
covery of a third obelisk, which he was expecting 
to receive at Bagdad ; in the mean time a copy of 
part of the inscription had reached him, from which 
he saw that the King (whose name did not occur 
on the part received) had, among various campaigns 
in Asia Minor, Syria, Lebanon, &c., undertaken 
an expedition against the islands in the Mediter- 
ranean, setting sail from the port of Arudus with 
a fleet of 34 ships, hired from the Pheenicians. One 
half of the inscription was taken up with details of 
restoration and improvements of the city of Nineveh. 
The names of four kings are given as the builders 
of the works which required repair ; and as three 
of them were the immediate predecessors of Assur- 
akhpal, we cannot make the obelisk older than 
the 6th century B.c. A name is found upon this 





addition to Chrysanthemums, table Pears from 
places south of the Humber formed subjects of 
special competition. Of these the best came from 
Earl De Grey. Scarcely inferior was a collection 
forwarded by Her Majesty. These, as well as the 
former, were well ripened. They were from a west 
wall, except the Chaumontel and Beurré Diel, 
which were off the semi-circular wire trellises which 
span the borders like an aych by the sides of the 
principal walks at Frogmore. Of foreign pears, 
Mr. Solomon sent examples, of Chaumontel, Glout 
Morceau, St. Germain, Easter Beurré, Winter 
Nelis, and Beurré Diel; although these were large 
and fine as fruit from a Southern climate might be 
expected to be, yet some were nearly, if not quite, 
matched, as regards size and good appearance, by 
similar kinds in the English collections. The same 
cannot, however, be said of some specimens of the 
White Colville and Reinette du Canada Apples, 
which were furnished by the same dealer; these 
were certainly superior in appearance to anything 
of the kind we can produce in England, more espe- 
cially as regards fine colour. They were also very 
large in size, but flavourless. A Banksian medal 
was awarded. Mr. Abell sent a collection of fine- 
looking pears from Limerick. He likewise fur- 
nished fruit of the Tankard apple, more commonly 
named Catshead, and of Easter pippin or French 
crab, the produce of 1852, and still in good condi- 
tion. A Banksian Medal was awarded for the 
pears, which were highly coloured and well ripened. 
Some strawberries were shown from Raynham Hall, 
Norfolk. They consisted of Cuthill’s Black Prince, 
for which a certificate of merit was awarded. They 
were stated to be from forced plants, which after 
bearing an excellent crop in spring, were turned 
out into the open ground, and their flowers re- 
moved. After being out some months, they were 
brought into aVinery, and encouraged to bear, and 
on the 20th of September a dish was gathered from 
them. The fruits shown were small, but it was 
stated that up to the middle of November they 
were fine. 


Society oF Arts.—Dec. 7.—Harry Chester, 
Esq., in the chair.—Before the reading of the 
papers the Secretary called attention to a number 
of specimens which had been received from the In- 
perial Printing Office at Vienna, produced by the 
process known in Germany as “‘ Naturselbstdruck,” 


printing from nature. These specimens included 
every variety,—botanical, geological, entomologi- 
cal, fossil and fabrics. In 1851, Dr. Ferguson 
Branson communicated to the Society ‘An Ac- 
count of a Method of Engraving Plates from 
Natural Objects,’ which was read on the 26th of 
March in that year. Dr. Branson only contem- 
plated the application of the process to fern 
leaves, seaweeds, and other flat plants. The me- 
thod he adopted was to impress the object itself 
into gutta percha, or other soft material, and then 
to obtain an electrotype from the mould. The 
novelty in the present process consisted in the use 





inscription which we have not read before: the 
phonetic rendering is Assaradanapali—no doubt 
the warlike Sardanapalus of the Greeks—the first 
of the name. The last received letter was written 
under canvas at Ctesiphon, to which place the 
Colonel had gone in consequence of ill health, 
aggravated by the heat of Bagdad.

FINE ARTS 


DRAWING IN PRIMARY SCHOOLS, 
Deanery, Hereford, 

I observed some days ago an attack in a liberaj 
morning paper on the hour-a-week teaching of ele. 
mentary drawing in our National Schools, ap 
rently turning it into ridicule, and trying to getup 
public feeling against it. In two of the schools here 
for the poor classes I take a particular interest, 
having a great deal to do with the management of 
them, and I wish to record my conviction that s 
far as one can judge from our short experience, this 
one hour a week has had an extremely good practical 
effect upon the school, teaching the eye and the 
hand in such a way as to enable the children to ex. 
plain things they otherwise would not do. In fact, 
its practical bearing is of the most useful kind, 
and I think 5/, a year, charged to the schools for 
the instruction, cannot be better spent than itis in 
each of these schools. It is absurd to say we want 
to make these scholars all artists, and then ridicule 
the notion of an hour a week in attempting this— 
the object and intention is nothing of the kind; 
practical usefulness in the general bearing is what 
we have in view. It is only through our primary 
schools that you can ever establish on a sound basis 
the secondary schools recently so much talked about. 

I would not have troubled you with this, had it 
not been for that abominable nonsense ; but I hope 
the Board of Trade will be guided by the opinions 
of practical men. I was much pleased with an ex- 
pression in a letter of Sir Robert Peel’s the other 
day : he says, ‘‘ sound practical remarks, the re- 
sult of individual experience and efforts, are much 
better guides than anything which can be said by 
those who merely take a general interest in the 
matter.” 

I know nothing of drawing myself, but the way 
I test the school is this: I call out half-a-dozen 
boys from a class to me, and say, draw me a straight 
line on the floor of a foot in length ; to another, 
make a square or a circle of six, eight, or twelve 
inches in diameter ; to another, represent the sec- 
tion of a piece of wood or other substance, which I 
place before him on the floor, if cut through the 
middle, or slantways, &c. 

I can see at once, from the way in which they 
draw a line, whether they have profited from the 
drawing lessons. Iam, &e.

Frinz-Art Gosstp.—The annual distribution of 
the medals to the students of the Royal Academy 
took place this day week. In a short introductory 
address the President, Sir C. Eastlake, adverted 
to the generally satisfactory quality of the works 
which had been submitted for competition, a 
speaking well for the prosperity of our school of 
Art. He then proceeded to award the prizes,— 
the principal subject for painting being ‘ Orestes 
pursued by the Furies.’ This prize was carried 
off by an all but unanimous vote of the Academy 
by Mr. Rolt, son of the Member of Parliament. 
It is observable, and justifying the favourable 
account of the Academy schools, that one of the 
students carried away two, another—Mr. Powell 
—three medals, as prizes for proficiency in various 
branches of the painter’s course of education. 
The quality of the works, moreover, displayed in 
the middle rooms was such as to justify hopeful 
commendation. Mr. George Papworth justified 
the praises bestowed on him some months ago 
in the columns of the Athenewm—by carrying 
off, under unanimous verdict of the Academy, the 
Gold Medal for a group of sculpture and the First 
Silver Medal for the model of a single figure. If 
our memory serves us well, there has been only one 
other instance in the history of the Academy of the 
same person taking this double prizein the same year. 
After the ceremony of distributing the medals had 
taken place, Sir Charles Eastlake delivered 4 
well-judged and ingenious discourse on the use 
and abuse of Academic training,—pointing out 
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that however needful, nay, indispensable, is gra- 
dual study, the substitution of its receipts for the 
inventions of a healthy and poetical mind, must 
necessarily lead to the most enervating affectation. 

A new application of the Photograph has been 
made by Mr. Mayall, in conjunction with the 
directors of the Polytechnic. The images of scenes 
—persons—statues—so exquisitely transferred to 
glass by the photographic process—are, by this new 
developement of its uses, thrown on to a large 
sereen—as in the case of the ordinary dissolving 
views. The advantage of the photographic picture 
over the picture painted by human hand will be 
readily imagined—the multiplying power of the 
lens bringing out all the minute beauties, instead 
of exaggerating all the defects. The result seems 
miraculous. Some rooms in the palace of the 
Louvre, views o° Versailles, and an interior of an 
artist’s studio, were among the subjects thrown on 
to the Polytechnic canvas. Statuary, buildings, 
and foliage appear to be among the favourite sub- 
jects on which the experiments have as yet been 
tried. Forms, lines, and, tc acertain extent, hues, 
came out as innature. One of the views—a grotto 
at Versailles, with marble figures and overhanging 
shrubs—was perfectly lovely. 

The Russian Correspondent of the Jndépendance 
Belge states, that M. E. Delacroix, the popular 
French artist, is preparing for publication his 
autobiographical memoirs. 

Report says, thatthe Author of ‘ The Stones of 
Venice’ is about to give substantive proof of the 
admiration for Tintoretto professed by him in the 
third volume of that work, by proceeding to 
Venice for the purpose of perpetuating by calotype 
the most remarkable specimens of that remarkable 
master’s genius. 

A Correspondent sends us the following extract 
from a letter dated Rome, in the present month :— 
“The expedient of disposing by auction of works 
of Art is rarely adopted here, and only on special 
occasions. One of these is now about to occur, the 
Government having resolved to sell off, once each 
month during the winter, the large and valuable 
collection which was accumulated, during the dis- 
turbances of 1848, in the Monte di Pieta, or State 
pawn-broking office. At that period, on the earnest 
representations of its enlightened and accomplished 
president, the Marchese Campana, 200,000 dollars 
were advanced to artists and dealers in antiquities, 
on the security of such objects as were certified to 
be of standard merit and importance, by a commis- 
sion of the Academy of St. Luke named for the 
purpose of examining them. Neither principal nor 
interest having in most cases been paid by the 
owners, the advances are now, after five years, to 
be recovered by monthly auctions. The first of 
these takes place on the 28th inst., and will embrace 
a repetition by Canova of his great group of Mars 
and Venus, finished after his death by Rinaldi ; 
while among the pictures occur the names of 
Leonardo da Vinci, Luini, Ghirlandaio, Pintu- 
ricchio, Pordenone, and Guido. The name of 
Marchese Campana, as charged with these sales, is 
sufficient guarantee for the mode in which they will 
be conducted.”

For instance, the air ‘But who may 
abide’ was (as at the last Birmingham Festival) 
given to a contralto,—the second part of ‘He was 
despised,’ usually omitted, was sung,—and the 
recitative, ‘He was cut off,’ and the air ‘ But thou 
didst not leave,’ were restored to a tenor voice, 
thus completing the scene commencing with ‘Thy 
rebuke.’—A feature of new interest, too, was the 
book of the words, which had been prepared with 
more than ordinary care and cost. It is opened 
with an historical preface, in which the known facts 
concerning Handel’s Oratorios are skilfully and 
neatly assembled by Mr. G. A. Macfarren; and 
| the text is accompanied by an elaborate critical 
| analysis of the oratorio, from the same pen. This, 
to us, is a boon of more questionable good :—not 
| merely because we fancy that concert-room litera- 
| ture is somewhat distracting,—but because the best 
| production of its kind can only bear a personal, not 
a general, authority. The competent do not need 
staves (as it were) and lanterns to guide them :— 
while the incompetent, putting trust in the wisest 
cicerone, will only see what he sees, which (in works 
like Handel’s) is rarely the whole. To instance 
how far Mr. Macfarren’s ‘ Messiah’ is distant from 
ours, we need but point to his description of the 
most expressive song in the Oratorio, ‘He was 
despised,’ as wanting in character,—and, again, to 
his epithets of ‘‘ graceful” and “‘ meek,” applied to 
that stateliest among utterances of Christian con- 
fidence, ‘I know (observe, not “I hope,” “I 
trust,” ‘‘T believe,”—but “I know”) that my Re- 
deemer liveth,”—the opening musical enunciation 
of which is made so simply lofty, and its close, 
‘For now is Christ raised,” so calmly sublime by the 
composer. We do not assert our own readings as 
infallible, —but, by specifying the difference of 
opinion which exists, would illustrate the compara- 
tively small value of gloss or guide as canonical. 

‘ Alexander’s Feast,’ the finest of Handel’s three 
cantatas in praise of Music—counting the concert- 
scene from his ‘Solomon’ as one—was performed 
by the Harmonic Union on Monday. The work 
might have been expressly chosen as a foil to the 
cantata ‘ Lenora,’ to which the residue of the con- 
cert was devoted,—and which, as a composition of 
the ‘‘ raw-head-and-bloody-bones” school, is not to 
our taste. It is no pleasant thing to repeat this :— 
but the proceedings of the Harmonic Union, as 
regards selection, render plain-speaking inevitable 
on the part of all who have no desire to see its ruin. 
Mr. Macfarren, however, we perceive, was called 
for, at the close of his composition, by the audience. 

At Wednesday evening’s Wednesday Concert, 
the selection for the first act was from the works 
of Rossini and of M. Benedict. Among other 
matters performed was a march by the Maestro, 
said to be his last composition. Of this we must 
speak on some future occasion.

MustcaL AND Dramatic Gossrp.—Our Edin- 
burgh contemporaries last week recorded the death 
of Mr. Finlay Dun, an estimable musician, who 
had been long settled asa professor in the Scottish 
metropolis,—and who is best known, perhaps, on 
the English side of the border as having been 
associated with Mr. G. F. Graham in the editing 
and arrangement of ‘ Wood’s Songs of Scotland.’ 

The musical performances of which separate 
mention has been made by no means make up all 
the London music of the week.—Since we wrote 
last, Miss Dolby’s last soirée has been given.— We 
have heard, too, of the concert at Camberwell by a 
German Society, condueted by Herr Pauer, at 
which was to be performed Cherubini’s mass for 
male voices alone.—The pupils of the Royal Aca- 
demy of Music, too, have been ‘‘ at home,”—a 
chamber soirée by them having been held on 
Thursday last. 

A preliminary Report on the grand organ which 
it is proposed to build at Sydenham has been laid 
before the Directors of the Crystal Palace Com- 
pany,—by the Rev. Sir F. A. G. Ouseley, the 
Rev. R. Willis, and Mr. Donaldson. In this, 
after a judicious survey of the conditions required 
to produce effect in so vast a space,—the Com- 
mittee concur in recommending the Directors to 
erect in the eastern transept an organ, with sixty 
four-feet’ pipes, in place of thirty-two, and the 
feeders of the bellows supplied by a steam-engine. 
According to the estimate made, the cost of such a 
musical giant will be 25,000/. The Committee 
add their belief that the outlay would be a good 
investment. The time required in the construc- 
tion of this instrument would be three years. 
They, lastly, recommend as builders Messrs. Hill, 
who constructed the York and Birmingham organs. 

A meeting was the other day held at ‘the Lon- 
don Tavern with the humane object of promoting 
the cultivation of the musical talents of the Blind. — 
The Musical Transcript mentions a rumour that 
the German company, who are singing Italian 
operas at Edinburgh, consisting of Madame Cara- 
dori, Herren Reichardt, Formes, and others, will 
appear early in the year at Drury Lane.—The first 
performance of Mr. Henry Leslie’s oratorio, 
‘ Tmmanuel,’ which will be given at St. Martin’s 
Hall the first time, for the benefit of more than 
one charity, is fixed for the 2nd of March. 

Madame Otto Goldschmidt has broken her long 
silence by singing the other day at a Concert given 
for the poor in Dresden. : ; 

A real success appears to have been just gained 
at the Thédtre Lyrique of Paris, in a little opera, 
‘ Georgette,’—this being the production of a youn 
Belgian, M. Gevaert, who is universally deseri 
as giving bond fide signs of promise in stage com- 
position.—Yet another young French lady of ac- 
complished vocal performance, Mdlle. Girard, has 
made her appearance in this opera. What a re- 
proach is this average completeness and excellence 
of the French débutantes to our pupils of the 
Royal Academy of Music !—We understand that 
M. Meyerbeer’s new work at the Opéra Comique 
is hardly expected to be ready for representation 
before the close of next month,—the orchestral 
rehearsals having not yet commenced. 

A musical festival is talked of as about to be 
held at Bonn, at the unusual period of February 
and March. Meanwhile, it is already announced 
that the Whitsuntide Westphalian musical festival 
willbe next year held at Dortmund ;—and that 
the composition performed there will be Mendels- 
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sohn’s ‘St. Paul,’ Handel’s ‘Alexander’s Feast,’ 
and Beethoven’s ‘ Choral Symphony.’ 

A Correspondent; who writes with high admi- 
ration of the music of the late Signor Raimondi, 
has us to correct the statement derived from 
the —s pers, which described the deceased 

as having belonged ‘‘to the Vatican.” 
“St. est. Peter 8,” writes our informant, ‘‘ was the only 
place to which he was attached in Rome.” Fol- 
lowing some cordial praise of that curious work, 
‘Giuseppe,’ which is described as three separate 
and distinct oratorios in one, we are further ap- 
prised that Signor Meluzzi, the Maestro di Capella 
of San Giovanni Laterano, has finished a “triple 
Mass on the same principle.” This is difficult to 
understand, save on the idea that from beginning 
to end the music is so characterless, that ‘‘ Kyrie,” 
“Gloria,” “Credo,” ‘ Sanctus,” and “ Agnus,” 
are all set alike,. But we write in the dark,— 
having not yet met with any account that gives 
the least idea of the manner in which Signor Rai- 
mondi’s combinations were effected, and having 
vainly looked out for tidings of farther perform- 
ances of ‘Giuseppe’ in Italy. 

A new opera, ‘Julia; or, the Corsicans,’ has 
just been produced at Stuttgart, with music by 
Herr Lindpaintner. 

The cause of musical dislocation calling itself 
romantic progress does not appear in Germany to 
thrive so fast as its promoters could desire. Cor- 
respondents from Frankfort assure us that the 
Concerts given by M. Berlioz lately in the North, 
and at the oer Ao were only sparingly attended, 
—though the composer was received with true 
German warmth by his adherents. We learn, 
moreover, that Dr. Schumann’s musical director- 
ship at Diisseldorf has been attended by sucha 
falling-off on the part of the general public of 
musical amateurs, as distinguished from his especial 
and admiring congregation,—that he has given up 
the bdton there, and is about to remove to his 
former residence, the town of Leipsic. Grieving 
as we do over the amount of musical talent lost 
in fog, and swallowed up by quicksand, as it 
were, owing to the obstinately-mistaken direc- 
tion taken by its possessors,—we cannot regret that 
public opinion should pronounce itself decidedly 
on the question. A new great composer, however, 
would best set these matters right. 

Even at this busy time, the sae action brought 
against is Roqueplan, Manager of the Grand 
Opéra Pariat by Thaddeus Count Tyskiewicz, 
a contributor to the Musical Review at Leipsic, is 
too whimsical to be passed over. _ This gentleman 
having been to the Rue Lepelletier to hear a per- 
formance of ‘ Der Freischiitz,’ was so much dis- 
gusted with the same, that he absolutely brought 
up the manager before the Civil Tribunal de la 
Seine, to answer for the damage down to Art and 
to the memory of Weber, by maltreatment of the 
music of the latter. He was nonsuited, and 
charged with costs,—the Court, nevertheless, en- 
tering gravely into the matter. This new Thad- 
deus of Warsaw declared that a desire to make the 
abomination public, and no greed for damages, 
brought him into the Courts. He has certainly 
succeeded in making himself notorious—perhaps, 
too, the periodical to which he is a contributor. 

Mr. Dion Bourcicault has caused many of his 
dramas to be revived in America,—the latest, 
‘ The School for Scheming,’ at Wallack’s theatre 
in New York. On the 23rd of November, he con- 
tributed a new comedy to Burton's theatre. It is 
in five acts, and entitled ‘The Fox Hunt, or Don 
Quixote the Second.’ The plot is said to be ex: 
ceedingly intricate ;—one of the characters an in- 
tended caricature of Exeter Hall piety ;—the dia- 
logue smart ai.d lively,—-and the suceess extra- 
ordinary. At the close, Mr. Bourcicault told his 
audience that ‘‘it- was his intention to stay in 
America for a long time, if they would allow-him.”
